"I take it that in assuming the office of chairman I am pre- 
cluded from making any acknowledgment of the honour, but I do not 
think it is called for. I hope that I may be able to discharge my 
duties to your satisfaction. 


“May I draw to your .attention that there will be several 
important questions brought forward and I would earnestly solicit 
your patience and receptivity and ask that you be prepared to study 
these during this Conference so as to enable all of us who are 
assembled here and are keenly interested, to follow out our respect= 
ive duties as outlined by our Minister and his deputy. 


"IT do now declare this Conference open and have much pleasure 
in asking to address you at this time, the Minister of Agriculture, 
mie Hon. D. B. Mulleny* 


Address of Hon. D. Be. Mullen, Minister of Agricultures 


" I know that at this time of the year after we have all had 
a real good time at Christmas and celebrated the old year out and 
the new year in, that we are in good shape with our minds open, so 
that all those gathered to gether to-day may have a free discussion 
and both you and I may be benefited to a very great extent. 


" I do hope that you men realize the very important part that 
you are playing in regard to not only the Department of Agriculture 
of this Province, but to the Government as a whole. I hope you will 
realize your responsibility in trying to carry out the obligations 
vhich you have in fromt of you from time to time and also the 
different policies of the Government which they pass along to you. 


" I want you also to realize 
spending one cf the largest votes 
very great imtortance. Being the 
Department as well as the public, 
tnao YoOtee 1 might say, Tor your 


that you are administering and 

in my Department, which make it of 
largest vote, naturally the 
expects the largest service from 
information, that I think this 


vote is discussed more than any other that is in our Department. 


Some realize the great importance 


of the work you are doing through= 


out the country, others feel, as you very Well know, that it is a 
lot of money to be spent for such work.

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 " I am very anxious, as head of this Department, to make the 
Agriculture Department of this Province, one of the greatest De- 
partments not only in the Province, but one of the mowi rcetive in the 
Dominion of Canada, beqause I feel, and I know you men realize, 
that we ware living in a real agricultural Province. Agriculture 
is our basic industry. We have the greatest opportunity in this 
Province to develop one of the greatest Agriculture Departments in 
the Dominion. You men have a great field to work in and with the 
co*operation of the heads of the different departments and the co- 
operation of the Government, I feel sure that we will be able to 
achieve great things. 


"At this Conference you will have the heads of the different 
branehes address you. They will outline their policies, which you 
will be asked, as District Agriculturists, to carry out this year. 
In other words, you men in my estimation are the salesmen of the 
different policies and in order to be a real good salesman you must 
believe in the goods you are selling. I feel that the heads of my 
Department will have some choice, brand new goods to offer you, and 
{ know you, as good salesmen, when this Conference is over, will go 
eut to the different parts of the Province and will sell these 
goods, may I say to great advantage. 


" Before I leave it at that, as I have already stated, you 
must believe in the goods you are selling. When I mention the 
policies of this Government. I want you to at once eliminate from 
your mind that I mean politics. I believe, gentlemen, that if there 
is anything vou must cast aside and forget, it is politics. I care 
not what polxrtics you belong to so long as you do not go out and 
ity and sell them to the people. The old saying “there are times 
when a man should keep his mouth shut" is a good one, and it is a 
good idea for you men to. keep this in mind when selling goods to 
the people. 


" I want you to familiarize yourselves with the policies of the 
different branches and if there is anything you do not quite 

understand, or any policy which you do not believe is absolutely 
rignt, 1 want you to meet the head of that branch and talk it over. 
If you are a better salesman than he, you will convince him that he 
is wong, if he is a better salesman than you, he will convince you 
that he is right. I feel sure that you men will go away satisfied 
that the heads of the branches have some really fine policies and 
that you are going to co-operate one hundred per cent. 


" I do not intend to take up much of your time this morning. 
I want to suggest this, however, I notice by your program that you 
have awry fine program and while I am proud to be able to welcome 
you at this Conference and have the opportunity of meeting you all 
personally and having a glad handshake. I want, Mr. Chairman, and 
I feel sure you will grant me this privilege,. to have the opportunity 
of again meeting all the men and if there are any problems which 
you men feel should be discussed in the presence of your Minister, 
to have the opportunity of discussing them with you. We must co- 
foperate one with the other if we are going to make a success of 
this Department. 


" In my mind, this Department is the most important in the 
vovernment, and this I say without any hesitation because I believe 
it to be true. I know you men have obtained great results in the 
past and although I have not been able to contact you the way I 
Should have liked to since I have taken office, still I feel sure 
Vhat with your co-operation and knowledge of the policies which the 
Government is trying to put into operation, I think we san accom= 
plish great results. While I feel you men have accomplished many 
things in the past, still we might have devoted a little too much 
time along one line and not enough time along another. 


" I maintain this, that in an agricultural province like 
Alberta, we must encourage mixed farming. I think you will all 
agree with me that if you go into any part of this Province at the 
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present time you will find men who are engaged in mixed farming, 
any by selling a few hogs, turning a few cattle out to pasture in 
the fall, and selling a few to make a market, you will find that 
these men have come through this depression period without asking 
for very much relief. 


" While I do not say specifically that we have devoted too 
much vine $o..the raising of erain,in this Province, still. I feel 
that we have not devoted enough of our time to encouraging the 
raising of good live stock. True we have made great progress these 
last few years in the way of raising the quality of our hogs, for 
instance, but I do feel that still more can be done along that line. 


Pea hater) FO orang, dn polietes that ain my estimation will help 
to improve the live stock industry of this Province. I think that 
you and I should devote a very large part of our time tH the next 
year Or two in trying to improve the live stock industry. , No doubt 
Vou will say the Minister is a live stock man, he can see nothing 
Uae hives tock.

" If for instance our head of the Poultry Branch had advocated

" TL could have written you many letters before, but I did not, 
pecause I felt that you were doing your bewt and I am not going to 
pay any attention to thesc letters as they come in unless I have 
proper grounds to believe that something is wrong, and then if I am 
Gonvineed that something is wrong, I will have to ask you , whoevér 
you may be , to come in and wé will thresh it out to gether. I-want 
you men to feel that at all times you can come into my office and 
discuss the different problems that confront you and I feel sure 
thit [I can say the same of the other heads of my Department. The 
head of this Department is not “high hat™, I am flesh and blood the 
same ag yourselves and want you to feel at home in my office. Feel 
at home at this Conference and anything you wish to discuss at any 
time 1 will gladly take it up with yous 
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i" In order to make this one of the greatest agricultural depart- 
ments, we require your full co-operation. We must co-operate one 
with the other and with the heads of the branches of this Department. 
You know the old saying, "United we stand, divided we fall", and l 
feel you men realize just what can be accomplished in this Province 
with such co-operation. 


" As I have said before, we must all believe in these different 
policies. You know I once heard a true story of a salesmen who was 
selling a certain brand of goods and was looked upon as a very 
capable salesman but somehow or other, he was not bringing in re= 
sults. The manager of the company he was working for visited him 
one day at his home and after lunch they sat down to gether and 
began talking business and the manager, who was very wide-awake, 
wanted to have a look inside the kitchen cabinet and made the remark 
when he was in the kitchen, "My you have a wonderful cabinet!" "Yes", 
eeid the salesman, “that is one of the most up=to-date cabinets on 
“se market." "Do you mind if I look inside?® the manager asked. He

"po L say to you, LI am sure that the heads of the different

the chairman then thanked Hon. D. B. Mullen for his very frank 
eno encouraging address. He then introduced Mr) H, A. Craig; Deputy 
Minister. 


Address of Mir. H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister of Agriculture: 


"6pening his address the Minister said thet he was quite con- 
Waenced that you were all here with clear open minds. It struck me 
we once. Mr. Mullen, that you were Wise, perhape, in setting this 
Conference as far away from Christmas as you did. knowing some of 
these men as 1 do, I know it takes 2 while to get the turkey and some 
Orner Ghings" ort their cheats. 


"TI am very glad that. the Minister has seen fit to talk to you 
this morning the way he has. It has been worth your while to come 
to this Conference to hear the Minister, and have him impart to you 
aome of the enthusiasm which he possesses. Furthermore, I have been 
tong enough in this work to know that it is an exceedingly valuable 
thing for men who are officials of the Department to hear the head 
and what he says and receive his instructions. 


"The meeting this year is quite different from last year's. It 
289 more of a family affair and while we may miss some of the advan- 
tages of last year's meeting, when we had quite a large number of 
men from the Dominion Government and the University attending, yet 
personally 1 am quite sure there are advantages, and I do think 
where is a place for it occasionally. ».§) think, furthermore, that it 
is exceedingly important thet we, as officials of the Department, 
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gather once a year at Edmonton and discuss our various differences 
and difficulties, and go back to the field and carry out the policies. 


"I want to express my appreciation of the way in which Mr. 
Baldwin has Carried on his work. He has relieved me of considerable 
work and I appreciate the co-operation you men have given Mr. Baldwin 
and I have no doubt but what it will be continued.. 


"T think perhaps I might add to what the Minister said, that the 
Department considers you the most important link that we have with 
the public. You are the people who connect the Department proper 
with the farmers of this Province, and to me you fill an exceedingly 
important office. It has been of great satisfaction to the Minister 
Hone Mr. Mullen, to go around amongst you men, as he will have the 
chance to do again this year, and to also go around to the farmers’ 
places and find the confidence that you have established with the 
farmer. This is also a great satisfaction to mew You have been 
building up a confidence that does not exist in any other Province 
in Canada, and I want you to know, and the Minister wants you to know, 
that the Department appreciates that part of your work. If you did 
not have a gresp of your work, if you were not able to talk to the 
farmer, if you were not able to understand this problem, that ‘could 
not be done. Furthermore, it requires something more than under- 
standing to build confidence. I appreciate just as well as anyone 
else, that the farmer is not an easy man to contact or approach. 

It needs a great deal of diplomacy and tact. I believe we have 
clever men who have this qualitye 


"IT am glad the Minister said he is coming back to talk with us 
again, During the discussions that will take place, we are going to 
eeu 2 2000 deal of advice from you. It is possible for the men) in 
the inside service to somewhat lose touch with the real farmers’ 
problems. We are looking ta you for this advice. Just as the 
Minister said, through these discussions we will arrive at a program 
that will be carried out effectively and enthusiastically by every 
one. Endorsing what’ the Minister said, we wish your advice, and 
mnaen you go out to the farmers and put into effect the policies of 
the Department. The Minister said he would be glad to have you 
Mect hit in his office. at any time. I want you to feel that you may 
Come direct to me any time also. 


"I went to assure you, right here, gentlemen, that there is 
perfect harmony in this Department all the way through and I am 
proud of the harmony that exists among the heads of the branches 
the Minister and the heads of the branches, and the Minister and 
myself I want you to feel this harmony as you come here, and go 
back knowing that the Department is one in the policies that it 
Advocates. 


"I would like to say this, when the Minister is present we 
realize, gentlemen, that you are exceedingly busy. You are called 
upon to put a great many policies into effect, No one knows better 
than we do, and I speak of the Minister, myself and Mr. Baldwin, 
that it isn't possible to cover all the work you do at all times of 
the year. We appreciate the response you have given and we know that 
you have often had to drive pretty early and pretty late. I can 
look at men here who have travelled a good many thousand miles over 
this Province. You can go over this whole Dominion and you will 
find that the men who are getting ahead, are those who are putting 
their shoulder to the wheel and we have that class of man here, I 
know. I wish to state that we appreciate your doing so, at all 
times, and I hope with the Minister and Mr. Baldwin that you may 
work this matter out so that we can give the maximum amount of ser- 
vice to the people of the Province throughout the year. 


"T do not know that it is wise for me to take up mych of your 
timc. I am going to sit in during most of the Conference to help in 
any way I can. I am very glad ‘you have all been able to come, and 
let me say again, I hope you will enter into the spirit of this 
Conference, so that at the end of two days you will have gotten out 
of it, just as much as it is possible to get." 
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The Chairman thanked Mr. Craig for his address and assured him 
that those present would give keen attention to their deliberations. 
The chairman when called upon Ir. P. W. Johnson, Secretary of the 
Department, stating that here was a man who worked quietly and 
efficrently, calling upon him to outline his ideas as to what was 
. required of the men. 


Address of Mir. P. W. Johnson, Secretary. 


"As you will already have learned from your program, I have 
been requested by the committee responsible for arranging the program 
for the conference, to give you an outline of the administration of 
the District Agriculturists Policies fromthe view point of the 
Secretary of the Department. 


"While your work and inine are wastly different in their character 
and scope, there are a great many matters that we must of necessity 
have in common, and from the nature of my work these affect office 
routine and administration. 


" At the outset let me assure you that I have a full apprecia- 
tion of the fact that as Fieldmen there are times when you must feel 
the innumerable reports and regulations are somewhat burdensome, and 
it will be my endeavour to show you why so much detail is cssential 
and why the instructions and regulations governing such detail should 
be complied with. 


"It would be impossible for any one of you within the next 
fifteen or twenty minutes to give me a course of instruction in all 
the agricultural activities with which you arem familiar, or even 
any one of them, and it would be equally impossible for me within 
Soe time at my disposal to give you a course of instruction in those 
matters of office routine and administrative detail with which I am 
familiar and with which you are to a great extent concerned. It is 
my purpose therefore, to daeal briefly with a few of the general 
Principles, although I will be only too glad while you are in the 
city to provide you with any specific information which you may de-= 
Bare, if in my power to do so. 


"I view the District Agriculturists policies as all other 
policies and branches in the service, two ways: first, AUTHORITY: 
Authority to function as provided from time to time by legislation. 


"Authority to expend sums of money as provided by the "Appropri- 
ation Bill", or as we commonly say "the estimates" which constitutes 
one of the most important pieces of legislation passed at each 
regular session of the Legislature: secondly, RwSULIS; Results as 
reflected in the Annual Report of the Department, and in the Public 
Accounts of the Province. 


"Let us for a moment look at the matter of Authority. Authority 
granted by legislation regarding Live Stock Policies, Field Crops, 
Poultry, etc, is a matter for the Minister and Deputy Minister. 
Authority for expending money as provided in the estimates is our 
common ground. 


"I would like to give you a few words regarding the preparation 
and approving of the estimates, in order that you may get a clearer 
conception as to why it is our duty to constantly remind you of that 
One big work "ECONOMY". Let me assure you that in the preliminary 
preparation of the estimates every effort is made by your Minister 
and your Deputy Minister to provide adequate sums for the proper 
carrying out of the services of not only the District Agriculturists, 
but of all the branches in the Department. These preliminary es- 
tim-tes, however, when completed are passed to the Provincial Treas- 
urer, along with similar estimates from all other Departments of the 
wervice and a total is then obtained of the estimated revenue end the 
estimatcd expenditures. Invariably there is a large spread between 
the two totals, also invariably it is the estimated expenditure that 
is much greater than the estimated revenue. 
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"A Government’s earnest desire each year is to be in a position 
to present to the House a balanced or nearly balanced budget. In 
order to accomplish this then they become faced with two alternatives. 
First, increasing the revenues, which usually must be done by added t 
taxation, which is undesirable, or reducing the expenditure. Hach 
Department is therefore asked to pare down its expenditures in order 
that a more favorable budget may be presented and it is for this 
reason that when the estimates are finally prepared, placed tefore 
the Legislature and passed by the House, there is not always a great 
decl of money for the various services, which it is desired to carry 
out in the interest of the public. 


"Now that we have reached the stage where the estimates are 
passed and we know how much money is available, say for your services 
District Agriculturists, the question is now best expend that money * 
I em aware that in the ininds of many of you, it would be desirable 
to allocate certain sums to each representative, and on the face of 
it, this would seem quite simple. We are, however, faced with a 
number of factors which make this a more difficult task than it at 
first seems. Take for instance the matter of your autombile, which 
1s very necessary in carrying out your work. Some District Agri- 
culturists will, during the year, drive only eight thousand miles, 
while others will drive eighteen thousand or twenty thousand miles. 
Now by force of circumstances it may develop that the representative 
driving eighteen thousand miles is using en older car than the re- 
presentative driving eight thousand miles. Over a period of years we 
have established the fact that it costs four and one half cents per 
mile on the average to drive all of the cars in the Department, in=- 
cluding insurance, license and all operating expenses. New cars 
costing around three cents per mile and the older cars costing any=- 
where from five to eight cents per mile to operate. Let us take this 
case as an illustration. The official driving a new car eight thou- 
send miles at an average of three cents per mile would during the 
year expend only $240.00 on his car, the official driving eighteen 
thousand miles with an older car, at say an average of six miles per 
mile, would spend during the year $1,030.00 or 2 aifference of $340.00 
This alone will show you how it would be impossible to allocate 
definite sums, and I would like further to point out that if such 
allocations were to betried out, figures would have to be determined 
by the official in charge of the District Agriculturists work, due 
to the fact that he would be familiar with the losal agricultural and 
other conditions in seach district. 


"While we are still on the matter of automobiles, there is the 
question of judgement. Deciding whether one should remain at a 
point until the work at that point is fin hed or whether to go back 
home in the evening and return the next day. I1 have here an auto- 
mobile report card, (and if this affects any of you present, I do not 
wish you to think that I am saying this critically,) on which it is 
indicated the operator drove 3,375 miles in one month, or an average 
Or 135 miies per working day.’ As a,matter of curiosity I echeecked 
the expense account of this employee for the some month and discover=- 
Gd that at no time did he remain away from headquarters over-=night. 
I am not suggesting in this particular case that this should have 
been done, but 1 would like to point out that 135 miles at the 
average cost per mile per car, namely four and one half cents per 
mile, would cost $6.08. Now had he remained at the point of his 
Work, the cost to the Government would have been approximately $1.50 
for a room and 50 cente for breakfast, or a total of $2.00, a saving 
of $4.08. If cach District Agriculturist in the Service woula save 
this sum at least two or three times each month, the total woulda 
constitute a saving large enough to provide one extra District 
Agriculturist ana his expenses for some months auring the busy season. 
i am giving you this as one example of whet mey be done by small 
economics of this nature. 


“Another fuctor thet enters into the picture is our relationship 
with other ~epartments of the service. For instance before you can 
even commence to function, we must make arrangements with the Civil 
Service Commissioner in the matter of appointment and attendance 
records, with the Department of Public Works through the Superintend- 
cnt of Buildings for office accommodation, furniture and equipment 
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and also with the Garage Foreman for matters effecting autombiles. 
The King’s Printer controls all printing and stationery and the 
Treasury and Audit Department control all matters of finance, and 
so on. 


"You have all been provided with a copy of the instructions and 
Regulations to District Agriculturists and Fieldmen, revised as at 
December lst last, and we might now take a moment to run through 
these instructions to see how we are affected by other Departments 
and why it is necessary that the requirments laid down by these 
other Departments are met according to their standards and wishes. 


"Seeing that the first step affects your appointment let us 
deal with our contact with the Civil Service Commissioner, Before 
you can commence work it is his duty and prerogative to make arrange- 
ments regarding your appointment. After which, before he can 
approve your pay sheet, it is necessary that he satisfy himself that 
you have put in the necessary time and he has prepared certain | 
forms upon which you may report such time. 


"The Department of Public Works, as pointed out, must be con- 
tected for the purpose of providing accomodation and so forth, and 
Ze i8 necessary that the Superintendent of Buildings be provided 
With description of the ‘office accommodation, name of owner, month= 
ty rental, etc., in order that he may effect such arrangements. One 
of the first questions asked by members of the House during the 
session is in connection with autombiles and the Minister of Public 
Works is consistently asked for information as to the cars purchased, 
cost of such cars, who purchased from, cost of operation and mileage, 
and you will therefore see the importance of completing accurately 
Automobile Mileage Record Cards each month, in order that this in- 
formation may be provided. 


Pir (ue. inatructiona which you have received, very little has 
been said regarding printing and stationery, other than the fact 
that such supplies must be ordered through Head Office and on no 
account purchased locally. Since these instructions were issued, 
the King's Printer has issued furthcr instructions, which cover more 
items and which are more specific, copy of which will be forwarded 
tO you within the next few days. 


"The Treasury is responsible for your bank accounts, and while 
On this point I would like to explain why a special note was inserted 
as follows: "Money includes cheques, money orders, postal notes, 
etc., in addition to currency." Until guite recently we took it for 
@ranted that all cheques, etc. in addition to currency would be 
considered cash. However, due to varying view-points of different 
persons it was found necessary to include the above clause. On. 
One occasion an official deposited only the actual currency to his 
Back account and remitted the cheques, postal notes, etc., direct 
to the Department at the end of the month after same had been held 
Zor some days. This is not being referred to in a critical manner, 
but to show why the adcaitional notation was made in the instructions, 
and to show how necessary it is to endeavour to obtain the other 
man's view-point as well as your own in orderto avoid misinterprcta- 
tions. In passing I would like to just mention that we must also 
Contact the Insurance Branch in the matter of bonding employees, 
insuring automobiles, live stock, etc. 


“In order to clear up any misconception regarding telephones, I 
would like to again remind you that while it is true the telephone 
system is owned and operated by the Government of the Province, every 
long distance call is charged against your appropriation, leaving 
such appropriation with that much less money to expend on other 
things and this should always be kept in mind when you rcach for the 
telephone for the purpose of making a long distance call, when a 
telegram or a letter would meet your requirements. 


"In connection with expense accounts, which must finally be 


approved by the Audit Department before they can be passed for pay- 
ment, you will note that you are specifically requested to submit 
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receipts for your rooms, postage and all expenditures other than 
expenses for meals up to 50 cents each. To illustrate a point the 
Minister told a short story about a salesman and I think probably 

I may be permitted at this point to inject a story which is rather 
apropos the subject of expense accounts. At this point Mr. Johnson 
told an amusing story of a Federal Government Homestead Inspector 
and the coon skin coat which he included in his expense account. 


"You will observe that you are requested in all cases to in- 
dicate on the expense accounts the Branch of the Service which is 
Bo be charged. This is to serve t.Wo purposes; One, if you are en- 
gaged on work which might legitimately be charged to another 
appropriation, for instance blood testing, which would be chargeable 
to the Poultry Appropriation, the amount of the expenditure will be 
saved ir. sc far as your District Agriculturist Appropriation is con- 
cerned. The other reason is in order that as true a picture as 
possible may be presented in the Public Accounts for. the Government, 
and members of the Public whom we serve. 


"Up to a year or so ago we were permitted to include all ex- 
Pemecs Oh One account, but recently accounts. for maintenance of 
Ortice buildings, such as electric light, coal, janitor services,ctca., 
have been judged as payavle by the Department of Public Works, and 
GO ter 2&8 possible these accounts should be submitted to the Dee 
partment of Public Works for pre-audit instead of being paid out of 
MouUr @xperse money. 


"I do not think there are any other items in the instructions 
that require stressing, and you will see from all of the foregoing 
That we are governed by legislation, paased in the Public interest 
pea we have a clear cut responsibility to other Departments, in the 
Mervice and as public servants it is our function, to endeavour to 
Party OULU the terms of such legialation in the best interest of the 
public, and to co-operate with the other Services. 


"Yinelly, wosn the year's work ie accomplished, you will see 
why during the year, it has been so necessary to provide complete 
sdequate accounts, reports and statistics in order that a true picture 
may Ve provided in the Annual Report. of the Department and in the 
Public Accounts of the Province, and I would like to take this 
Opportunity in closing of assuring all of you of the utmost co-opera- 
tion and to ask that this co-operation be reciprocated and I know full 
Mork 1th. Wills* 


The Chairman then thanked Mr. Johnson for his address and then 
called a brief recess. 


Upon resuming, the Chairman called the meeting to order again 
and announced that the next business to be discussed would be Junior 
lube, 2nd then called upon Mry PF. H. Newcombe, District Agriculturist 
Pwoeenend Veer, to lead the discussion, on Juaior Beef Calf. Clubs. 


Mr. Newcombe stated that iw was not his intention to give a 
lengthy discussion, but there were one or two angles of the beef calf 
Clubs that he would like to touch upon. He continued saying that 
beef calf clubs were becoming extremely popular, in fact dangerously 
popular and that it was growing into a "racket". These clubs, he 
Stated, have been operative for a number of years in districts to suit 
the various local eonditions, based, of course, on regulations set 
out by our own Department in accord with the Federal Department. 

His connections with these beef calf clubs had led him to observe 
that there are some very definite disadvantages under the present 
policy and felt that some change should be made in the administration 
of these clubs in his territory at least. 


Mr, Newcombe statcd that they had taken Aberdeen Angus cattle 
for this year and next year they would be dealing with Shorthorns. 
He continucd by saying that these calves were not sold to the members 
outright, nor did they allow a member to purchase same even for cash. 
The calves are fed and exhibited and sold and the proceeds, after 
having the price of the calf with interest at six per cent subtracted, 
went to the member. The membership was increasing under this policy 
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whereas it was decreasing under the old policy. In 1935 the Lacombe 
club ‘had 11 calves, in 1936, 44 calves, in 1937 57 calves and 30 
BuLves this year, which is a more pop .ar policy with the people and 
sounder in a good many wys. 


While the buyers must be given special tribute for the way they 

eve supported us at thesesales, the question arises as to just how 
Gene this Will, corltinue. They may be able to do this. from an ad» 
Wereasing standpoint, but if clubs are continually being organized, 
Mr. Newcombe was of the opinion that we may find ourselves faced 
wean toe necessity of accepting straight commercial prices, or a 
very small margin on commercial prices. Personally he thought this 
would not be a bad thing to happen as bh. was not in favor of the 
Becessive price paid for the calves exhibited by the boys and girlad. 
He believed, of course, that this encourages the children to expect 
a margin over the commercial price at selling time, The Lacombe and 
Red Deer clubs, he stated, have anticipated this and are not unduly 
G2armed, but think they might in the future be faced with selling by 
auction only the tops of the calves and ship the balance to some 
other point where discriminating markets may give a margin over what 
may be expected in the Province, 


He continued by stating that the main object of the club was 
moo. to see how good a calf you could produce, but how good a hoy you 
Gould produce. We do not use nurse cows, contrary to the old cattle 
men who would like to use from one to three nurse cows, said Mr. 
Newcombce 


Mr. Newcombe stated that they were discussing at Lacombe what 
mient be called a post-graduate club. The boys who have graduated 
Pi OLtie Junior club should not be dropped entirely but he believed 
Seme, Cf20Tt eaboula be made to carry them on to something a little 
re Comprenensive still. He planned to have a senior boys” club 
which include almost anyone over the age of twenty-one and arrange 
Bome Competition, the details of which have not yet been worked out, 
MUG as regards prize money, they were not greatly concerned. 


Peontinuite, me said) that as far as he knew, there is one calf 
pelub in the Province that has taken the “horns by the bull" so to 
Speak, and have prorated th. priacs received for the calves. He 
stated that their committee had spend many hours discussing this 
problem of whether the boy who receives 35 or 75 cents per pound for 
his calf should receive this amount, however as yet nothing had been 
done about it. The boy who has the champion calf which sells at 

7) cents or whatever the price may be, was enabled to do this be- 
cause the other boys were in the competition with him. At this 
point Mr. Newcombe paused, stating that he was sure some of the 
others present would have somcthing to contribute at this time. 


Mr. W. Gs Morris took the floor wishing to state a few word in 
reference the "racket game." He stated that we were dealing to- 
day with the biggest mcket ever undertaken. He atated that Mr. 
Newcombe was an energetic man and had done a lot for the calf clubs.e 
He continued stating that he was definitely against the policy of 
buying calves on time as in his opinion it was against the poltcy 
Of this Government. He said they were buying calves in Red Deer 
and Lacombe which could be well financed by the parents and would 
decidedly not advocate buying cattle on timc. He was of the opinion 
mnat the boys and girls should pay for their own calves, Mr. Morris 
Said that he had one of the worst clubs, known as the "outlaw" club 
Of Alberta, and that it was not only the boys and girls in it but 
their parents also. On several occasions he stated he had gone to 
Mr, Hlliott to get him out of these troubles. He told how these 
meople paid high prices for theix calves, trying to get the best, 
but did not know a good calf when they saw one. Mr. Morris thought 
that some policy should be put into effesSt whereby every club was 
run on the same lines. He pictured the uselessness of talking pro- 
ation to the people in his district, In no uncertain terms he 
stcted he was “down” on the policy of financing calves and that the 
quicker we find some policy whereby we can run our clubs the better 
the situation will be for all concerned. 
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“At the conclusion of Mr. Morris's remarks, Mr. Baldwin, the 
chairman, took the opportunity toacsure all present that this meet-~- 
ing was in the nature of a "round table conference" and that they 
were all free to discuss any particular phase they wished. "It is 
your meeting! he scidvand I want you to be perfectly free and do not 
hesitiate to be quite frank, for the Department as well as yourselves 
will benefit from such a meeting." 


Mre C. O. Asplund, District Agriculturist at Cardston, then 
asked Mr. Newcombe how the money was borrowed to pay for the calves, 
vc which Mr. Newcombe replied that he could easily see where it 
might not be possible to do this in all the districts but, if Mr. 
Worris's contentions were correct, this would be so much to the good, 
Nr. Newcombe stated confidentially that last year they were financed 
ry the Bank of Montreal on the credit of the Central Alberta Feeders 
Association. This year, however, he stated, as there were no funds 
available through that source, a private individual had offered to 
finance the calves and they had accepted his offer, 


Mr. Morris rose again to remark that he too was in the same 
boat as Mr. Newcombe, that is, he also had financed calves in his 
club, but if he had known they were financed he would never have let 
them in the club. He said the people did not know how much interest 
they were paying for these calves. They paid 75 cents for buying, 
7) cents for selling and six per cont of the purchase price of the 
calf which is on the average $15.00 to $20.00. "Now" said Mr. Morris, 
"figure out how much interest they are paying on this money.” 


Mr. P. Wyllie, District Agriculturist at Thorsby, next addressed 
the meeting saying that in connection with the club work there were 
some things to keep in minds He stated that one point they were 
trying to put over to the young people is that of co-operation and 
he through that was what Mr. Newcombe and Mr. Campbell had in mind 
in connection with pro-rating the proceeds from the sale of the 
calves. He said that Mr. Morris may not agree with Mr. Newcombe's 
method of finance, but he believed it built up more interest and 
felt that a better spirit of co-operation could be built up with 
that type of club. 


" I would like to know," said Mr. Morris, “why Mr. Newcombe 
claims there is a possibility of having to ship these calves out of 
the Province. What is the reason for this ? I would like to know 
why you think these calves will not sell." 


Mr. Newcombe stated that he would like to defer rebuttal on 
the first matter. He stated that of course his answer was based on 
the present set up and that the average price obtained for club 
calves was distinctly over the commercial level. He stated that his 
point is that while he has not the slightest doubt that we could 
have thousands of club calves to sell in any one season in this 
Province and could get the top commercial market price, but we could 
not get more. It is not a question of not being able to sell the 
calves, he stated, but the possibility of not getting the prices 
we used to, which means that the packers and other buyers were will- 
ing to make a contribution to this work, but, of course there is a 
limit to this. For example, the T. Eaton Co. might set a precedent 
which they feel they could not eventually carry out, and consequently, 
I feel that is why we cannot sell the calves. Our Markets are not 
discriminating markets and will not pay a larger price. 

Mr. H. W. Scott @Mlarged upon this by stating that they had 
Started in the swine club in a small way some time ago and that the 
last time a carload was shipped to Calgary where they knew there 
were nine ‘carloads coming in, on the Monday morning the market price 
was two cents below what it was on Saturday. He stated that they 
could have got a great deal more if the pigs had sold in their own 
district. He cited another incident where they had some good calves, 
the buyers were given the shipping dates and asked what price they 
would offer but no word was received and the calves were shipped to 
an Edmonton commercial firm and bought in Winnipeg, not at Sedgewick. 
A few are alright, he said, but no one can expect them to pay over 
the commercial price for very long. If we do as Mr. Newcombe suggests, 
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that is ship them right out, they will be bought as cheaply as they 
posstbly can. 


Mr. Awe Aw Campbell then took the floor remarking that he appre- 
ciated Mr. Newcombe'ts and Mr. Wyllie's ideas regarding the pro-rating 
of prices, although he understood that Mr. Morris was adverse to this 
plane He stated that the system of pro-rating had been tried out for 
three years in the Lethbridge club, the idea among the people being 
that if there was no organization or club there would be no premium 
in price, and all exhibitors would share in the benefits of the high 
mrices if thé calves at the bottom of the list are not worth any 
premium, they do not get any premium. He stated that there was not 
much difference in the quality of the champion calf and the reserve 
Ghampion calf, and this could be easily seen by the fact that a 
guage would take from an hour or longer to judge such calves, which 
was another point in favour of pro-rating. 


At this point Mr. Morris stated that when he went down to 
Judge a calf show, he himself put on a show as the exhibitors, In 
other words, he made a display of the judging when in reality he 
Gould have picked the Winners in less then fifteen minutes. He also 
rumarked that the Lethbridge and Lacombe clubs were more of old men’s 
clubs than boys clubs and in his opinion the boys and girls should 
fun their own affairs. 


Mr. Craig, the Deputy Minister, took the floor and stated that 
me welieved there shoult’ be a set of rules and regulations which 
puould be absolutely abided by. He was also interested in finding 
Out how the other clubs were financed. 


ieee ve Ponteine, District Agricuiturist, St. Paul, replied 
Pe osevyine that in his club each boy and girl paid outright for their 
calves on the day of delivery. When he left the district, he said, 
One man had put the money in the bank and had authorized them to 
raw on it for payment of the calves. In other words, their. parents 
financed them. 


Mr. Craig then advocated a resolution committee to make rules 
regarding the financing and the price of the calves, and to decide 
whether or not they would deal with onc breed each year. He did 
not feel that we were up to the point where we would have to ship 
the calves outside the frovines. 


The following were chosen for the resolution committecs

Mr. Elliott then expressed his opinion that calves exhibited 
at the shows should be sold eat that time, with the exception of 
heifers which may be retained for breeding purposes. As Alberta had 
mon 40 per cent of the total prizes for butter, he thought itwas 
too bad that she did not have one dairy cow to cnter. The very 
fact that sht won awards for dairy products proves that she must 
Bevo dairy cows. The chief difficulty in dairy calf clubs, he atated, 
te that it is hard to keep the interest of the child for over a 
Period of two yeears. 


This discussion wes briefly continucd by Mr. Sweeney, the 
Dairy Commissioner, who was very much interestcd in dairy calf clubs. 
He though some provision should be made by the District Agricultur- 
sts for a dairy calf clubs. In his opinion the dairy and creamery 
companies would be generous in giving prizes and encouragement to 
this work. 


At this point the chairman drew to thcir attention that there 
had been a very informal luncheon arranged at the Corona Hotcl and 
that Dean Howes and a staff of fourtcen of the University would be 
in attendance and that movies would be shown. The Conference was 
then adjourned for lunchcon. 
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jfhe conference was re-opened and the chairman Suggested that 
the discussion of Junior Deiry Calf Clubs be continued, 


ir. Elliott commenced the discussion by stating that he was of 
the opinion that it might be possible to try out a scheme whereby 
dairy calves might be purchased and handled outright, as outlined in 
the morning. He thought it would be a good idea to try this out in 
one or two districts before trying it generally in the Province, 


kr. A. A. Campbell, District Agriculturist, then asked kr. 
Elliott who he had in mind to do the purchasing wondering if he 
meant the young feeder, Mr. Elliott's reply was that he thought it 
would be a2 good plan to have a local committee appointed to do this 
purchasing. 


Mr. EH. L. Freng, District Agriculturist, Brooks, stated that 
he had not been able to interest the people of his district in 
dairy calf cluds as yet. His idea was to develop better cows on the 
farm and good success his been met with in connection with the calf 
clubs. He insisted that the boys and girls pay for their own calves 
and found that most of the people could put aside enough money to 
buy calves for their children. He believed it was useless to tr 
to form a dairy calf club if you feel that you have to f 
people into it. 


Er. A. A. Campbell, District Agriculturist, Lethbridge, then 
askec Er. Freng what he thought of the idea of starting a year old 
e2lf club to which Mr. Freng replied that he did not think it would 
be a good idea as he felt they should have the real experience of 
raising 2 calf from birth. 


Er. W. N. Padruchney, District Agriculturist, Smoky Leke, 
offered the suggestion that there might be the possibility of selli- 
ing the calf beck by ‘having a sale and putting the calf up for 
&uction and if the farmer wanted to buy it, or someone else, it 
woule be alright, He explained a little experience some years 2g0 
when they started 2 calf club and called them Dairy Celf Clubs be- 
cause they were all pure=bred Shorthorns. The calves were shown in 
the fall and yearlings next £411. The ide2 was to leave 2 few 
breeding females in the country for future years so 2s to provide 
a certain amount of bulls and at the same time increase the pure- 
bred breeding females. He stated that this idea originated from 
the farmers themselves and he is satisfied it did a lot of good for 
the boys in the district. He continued stating that Dairy Calf 
Clubs were not as easy to organize, the reason probably being that 
the necessity is not as great and the interest not as keen. He 
said he had found there were not as mny buyers for dairy calves 


as for beef or swine, 


ir. Elliott then stated that his ides wis to select some d=iry- 
ing district to put on = sale. 


The chairmen ci this time pointed out that no further time 
could be taken for the discussion of the dairy calf clubs and suggest= 
ed that the matter be left in the hands of the committee asking them 
to appoint 2 specicl committee to go into the matter thoroughly and 
make 2 report to the Deputy Minister with 2 strong recommendation 
for the adoption of Dairy Calf Glubs. 


The chiirman then called upon Mr. B. J. Whitbread, District 
Agriculturist, Stettler, to give an outline of the Junior Grain 
Clubs for 1937. 


Kr. Whitbreca opéned the discussion by stating a few points as 
they appeared to him. He stated that it struck him that through 
these junior clubs there wis an enormous contact with the youth and 
their pcsrents. He continued by stating that grain work ‘was one of 
the mjor industries of the Province, which made it easy to contact 
pcople and more easy for grain clubs to be put over. He said that 
in 1936 there wis en approximate membership of about 1800 youths 
interested in Grain Clubs in the Province. In his territory alone 

here are 200 youths interested in this work, which represents about

175 different families and he had callea on everyone of the farmers 
several times. In the three years that he had been in the Stettler 
district, Mr. Whitbread said that he had made over 300 personal 
contacts. He felt that wherever these grain clubs were formed that 
the quality of the grain is more likely to be of a high type. 


The chairman then asked Mr. Black if he would care to carry on 
the discussion. 


Mr. Black brought up a point which had been mentioned previous- 
ly, namely that of the young men and the middle aged man who has 
passed the age limit of the club. He thought it seemed a pity to 
leave the point open. He believed that here was a problem. The 
boy may have been a consistent winner in the club but there is much 
to getting him into registered seed and this, he thought, is a big 
problem, Mir. Black then told of the popularity of grain clubs in 
the north and that their influence was shown in the high quality of 
grain from that country. He believed that the publicity and the 
interest the parents were taking is having a great influence on the 
raising of good seed grain. Mr. Black felt that there should be a 
different policy as to how many clubs each district man should take 
foe repponsibility for in order to give each club sufficient time 
and yet have time for the adult work. Mr. Black then referred to the 
numerous requests they received to make land inspections and asked 
Biiat the Guties of the District Agriculturist be co=-related or con= 
solidated in some way so that the work will be evenly distributed. 


@eeoeeeoends eee eee 


The chairman then announced that Dr. J. A. Allen of the 
University was present and called upon Dr. Allen to give his talk 
on the Alberta soil map from the geological viewpoint. 


Dré Allan opened his address by drawing attention to the two 
different types of geological maps. The most common type of geolo- 
gical map shows the distribution of the geclogical farmations beneath 
Poe suriace deposits, and can be regarded as a map of the bedrocks 
The- other type of map shows the distribution of the different kinds 
of unconsolidated surface material from which soils are derived. 


A soil’s map is quite different from a geological map. There 
are two ways of mapping the soil. The soils in a district may be 
mapped according to the type or classification, and this is the 
ficid of the soils expert and not the geologist. On the other hand 
the soils may be mapped according to their origin. It is largely a 
geoldgical problem to map the unconsolidated material according to 
Origin and from which the soil types have been derived. 


A new geological map of Alberta has been compiled by Dr. Allan 
and published in 1937 by the Department of Lands and Mines, which is 
@ revision of the first geological map of Alberta published by the 
Research Council of Alberta in 1925. The new map shows the dis- 
tribution of the bedrock but does not show the distribution of the 
unconsolidated matcrial. 


When one uses any kind of a map it is necessary to first find 
out what information is shown on the map. There are three major 
types of maps. The geographical map shows only the distribution of 
the survey lines, cities, towns, ®ailways, rivers, lakes, etc. The 
topographical map shows the relief of the surface represented by 
contour lines, which are lines drawn through points of equal elevation 
above sca=-level. If the contour lines are close together this in- 
dicates a steeper slope than at a place where the contour lines are. 
farther apart. As an example, Edmonton has an elevation of about 
2,200 feet above sea-level. If this contour line is followed on the 
geological map it will show what points in Alberta have the same 
elevation as Edmonton. About two-thirds of Alberta has not yet been 
surveyed topographically, so the elevation of those unsurveyed arees 
is only known approximately. The third type is the geological map. 


Dr. Allan has recently made a relief map of Alberta, about nine 
fect long, on an horizontal scale of one inch to 8 miles, and a 
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vertical scale of one inch to 1,600 feet. This model shows in relief 
'the ‘surface of Alberta and the extent of plains, foothills, and 
mountains. It should be uscful to anyone intercsted in the develop- 
ment of the natural resources, including agriculture. This model is 
in the geological museum at the University of Alberta and is avail- 
able for inspection. 


The geological map of Alberta is superimposed on the geographical 
and topographical maps. This map contains the available geological 
and topographicel data within the province and also in the federal 
departments at Ottawa. The serial distribution of the rock formations 
es shown on this map is approximately correct. 


On this geological mop the distribution of the various rock 
formations is shown by different colours. The legend on the side of 
fie map ancicates the order in which the rock formations occur, but I 
Gid not mention the kinds of rocks represented by each colour as 
Bpace on the map would not permit. There is being prepared a report 
en the distribution of the geological formations which will include 
some notes on the unconsolidated materials in various regions and 
this pamphict will be accompanied by 2 smaller scale geological map. 


in Alberta there are three major physical divisions, namely, 
mountains, foothills, and plains. In the mountains, the oldest rocks 
Paes Gxposcd, made up chiefly of limestones, sandstones, quartazites, 
shales, and in some places the shales have been metamorphosed to 
Sueeess, in the foothilts, the strate are folded and broken and erode 
Gasily. The rocks in this belt are largely younger than those within 
foe mountains, but older than those under much of the plains area. 
These rocks consist chiefly of sandstones, shales and coal seams and 
Garbonaceous shales. The outwash from the mountains and foothills 
mee 0Cen Carried castward principally by the rivers and has become 
Mex6G with other uncons. lidated material of other origins on the 
mecaticg Ihe plains are underlain, in large part, by rock formations 
Ghiefly younger than those in the foothills belt. The youngest part 
oe one Province, geologically speaking, is represented by a belt 
extending from the Lesser Slave lake district south to Calgary and as 
ger as the International Boundary 2 few miles cast of Cardston. These 
younger rock formations consist chiefly of soft sandstones and shales 
of many kinds, including sandy shales and clayey sandstones, and all 
@ee Cosily disintegrated to form soil. Some of the sand is of such 
Pecexture that it is moved about easily by wind. It is a fact that 
the underlying rocks in most of the agricultural parts of Alberta 
are largely soft sandstones and shales. There are no limestone. 
Permations under the plains, so that if a soil contains much lime=- 
stone, that material must have been transported by ice from the 
mountains. 


CHARSCTER OF THE UNCONSOLIDATED MATERIALS. 


There are three sources from which unconsolidated materials, 
moulders, grovel, sand, silt and clay are derived, and therefore 
three different origins of soils, namely (1) residual soils, (2) 
transported soils and (3) resorted or mixed soils. 


Residual soils are formed from the disintegration and de= 
composition of the underlying rocks. If the underlying rocks from 
Which the residual soils have been formed, contain alum, or alkalies 
Or Other impurities, then these alkalies, cte., will show up in the 
residucl soils unless they have been subsequently removed by leaching. 
me cie other hand if alkalica are not abundant in the rock, these 
impuritics will not be abundant in the soil formed in silt. Residual 
soils are common in Alberta, anc frequently they are formed from the 
softer shale formations. As surveys are carried out aduitional areas 
ee residual soil are formed. 


Transported soils are those consisting of materials transported 
by ice, water, or wind, anda the composition of this type differs 
from the underlying bedrock. Ice has been the most widespread trans-~ 
porting agent in Alberta. There were two sources of the ice sheets 
Which for a time extended over a large part of the plains and foothills 
of Alberta. The Keewatin ice sheet extended from the northwest side 
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of-Hudson's Bay, across the Precambrian shield and reached Alberta 
from the northeast. This material left by the glacier consists 
chiefly of Precambrian rocks. The other ice sheet was from the 
morthern cordillera. Glaciers flowed through the valleys within 
the Rocky Mountains and spilled out eastward through transverse 
valleys, such at the Peace, Athabaska, Saskatchewan and Bow, into 
the foothills of Alberta, to form a piedmont glacier which advanced 
eastward from the front of the mountains. The debris left by this 
lice sheet consists largely of rocks from the mountains where lime= 
Stones predominate. On this account the glacial debris in Alberta 
differs according to the sources of the debris. For the same reason 
the soils latcr developed on the debris brought from the northeast 
differs from those from the mountain debris. Water transported - 
material is also widespread and wind carried deposits are of more 
local distribution. : 


Resorted deposits. These are most difficult to maps It is al-~ 
most impossible to recognize the boundaries between the resorted 
deposits and the older glacial or alluvial deposits. The reworking 
of the unconsolidated deposits by rain, running water or wind has 
produced mixed soils. Outwash from the castern moraines may be 
mixed With residual deposits or with alluvial debris brought from 
the west from moraines derived from the moumtain glaciers. it will 
be a long time before it will be possible to show on any graphical 
Porm tie Gxtcent of mixed soils in Alberta. 


The underground water supply is related to the unconsolidated 
deposits and to the underlying bedrock. The water supply might be 
associated with the unconsolidated deposits which are either residual, 
Beene poerLed Or Mixed material, or the water might occur in the bed - 
Pocen If thewtcr comes from a rock formation which contains soluble 
Maicraia such as alkalies, alum, sulphur, iron, ctc., then these 
hepuriLties can be expected.to occur in the Water brought to the sure 
hoc, However, tic water problem in Alberts is too large a subject 
hm GleCugs 50 this time, but it is often closely related to the soiis,

Dr. Allan: "There are large areas of alluvial soils, but it is uaually 
mixed soil and may be made up of materials washed down from the foot=- 
hills to the west and mixed with alluvial material washed from the 
moraines which h..ve been brought from the northeast." 


Pre veraig. . “How do you account. fox the very black soil in the 
MEotoks district ?4 


Dre Allan. “In that part of Alberta there is highly. carbonaceous 
Meterial in the $911 which accounts for the dark colour of the soilse 
Some of the soils may be formed from carbonaceous shales that occur 
in the foothills and which are easily disintegrated. The field of 
the geologist is to determine the origin of the soil, but there are 
many factors related to the composition of the soil which must be 
interpretcd by the soil expert."

The Chairmen thanked Dr. Ailan for his interesting address and 
then introduced Dr. Wyatt whosersubjcct was "Relating the Geological 
Boil Map to Agricultural Practices,"

Dr. Wyatt opened his addrcss with the remark that there was a 
good starting point from Dr. Allan's statement with regerd to the 
vast difference between the geological work and the sork carried on 
by the Soils Department. 


If we attompt to wlate the geological map and the soil map with 
the agricultural practices w find that certain definite factors must 
be taken into consideration, and it is these factors when considered 
together give us our soil classification. The most important of these 
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factors areas follows: 
1. Geological Tactorss 


(a) Parent rocks from which soil material has been 
derived. 


(ob) Factors responsible for depositing and re- 
arranging these soil materials. 


2. The effect of native vegetation on parent material. 
This factor too is largely determined by, 


(a) The amount of rainfall, and 
(bo) Temperature. 


In addition there is a third factor, that of leaching; which 
is largely influenced by the amount of rainfall and the type of 
native vegetation. 


Drs Allan discussed the first factor above mentioned in some 
length, and you noted from his map that the geological formations 
extended in an irregular and diagonal manner from the southern end 
of the’ province to the northern end of the province. ' You will note 
from the soil map that the soil zones do not necessarily follow the 
lines of the geological map, but that in some cases such different 
Soile as the dark brown soils, the black soils, and the wooded soils, 
are found to occupy several of the different geological divisions. 
thus, in a general statement considering the province as a whole, 
it is seen that there is not necessarily any direct connection 
between the geslogical map and the soil maps On the other hand, for 
Perusain Péestricted areas, as for example the Rainy Hills Sheet, there 
is a fairly close relationship between the geological map and the 
soil map. 


In mapping soils we attempt to outline different areas and group 
Bem vOrecgicr ai 4a form of soil families or soil sériés., The soit 
series consist of a group of soils which is the same in all respecte 
exocpt that of textures That is, it has the same parent material 
deposited in the same manner, and has the same general horizon 
appearance, but differs only in that it may be a sand or a clays. In 
this work we draw very largely from Drs Allan's work and co-operate 
With his department as closely as possible. 


We have a group of men in Alberta, another in Saskatchewan, 
another in British Columbia, etc., who are working pretty much along 
the lines as they see them within their own boundaries. Ultimately 
there will be a scheme of classification to fit the soil, from one 
end of the Dominion to ‘the others If we get it established on a 
reasonable and sound basis, not much difficulty will be found. 


Mr. Freng: “What is the cause of blow-outs in the soil ?" 


Dr, Wyatt: "The weather acting on the salt in the soil tends to 
create the blow-outs. In the blow-outs we find the free lime has 
disappeared from the upper few inches of the soil and the soluble 
salts have moved downward, and in some manner have caused defloc - 
Gulation. This deflocculation has created a horizon which permits 
of very slow percolation of water and appears in the soil as a 
heavy almost impervious stratum, which on drying often times produces 
round=tops. Beneath this round-top or blow=out horizon such soils 
usually contain salts. Anything which causes the disturbancc of the 
grass covering permits the wind or other erosion factors to remove 
the top soil and in such cases we find bare spots exposed. These 
blow=outs are more common in the drier part of the province than in 
the moister part of the province, and are likewise more abundant on 
the formations on the Belly River and Bearpaw formations shown on 
Dr. Allants map, but may also occur on other formations and in the 
wetter parts. of the province. 
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. Let us further consider the question of relating the agricultur- 
al“practiccs to the geological and soil maps. Here we might begin 
by considering the dry area where there is a limited amount of rain« 
fall. You will of necessity be limited to the grain and grass crops3 
that is crops which require the smallest amount of water, unless of 
Gourse the farm is situated in an irrigation district. These soils 
have been produced unaer a low rainfall and consequently there will 
never be a decided lack of sulphur in them. On the other hand if we 
consider the part of the province where greater rainfalls occur; 
that is the black soil belt and the wooded soil belt, we find that 
there is sufficient moisture to proauce grains, grasses, or the 
légumes, and thus farm practices should include a fair proportion of 
mixed farming. The soils, especially in the wooded area, will re- 
Guire certain different fertilizers. For the clover crops sulphur 
is necessary in the fertiliaer, and for the grain cropa the addition 
of nitrogen in the fertilizer is necessary. 


Mr. Graig: "You have worked out a plan of using, say for example, 

the gray soil, what has’ been your experience in the Glacier Dump ?" 
(Mir. Craig, I think it is referring to the Beaver Hills as pointed 

out by Drs Allan in his address. 


Dr. Wyatt: "The only place where we have used fertilizers in the 
Beaver Hills country est of here was around the lake areas where 

tHe. goil is light. In some cases we got a response, in other cases 
no response whatever. However, we could expect good results on some 
of the higher and lighter colored soils." 


Mr. Newcombe: “Perhaps 2 delusion has existed in our minds, that 
there Wos a different relationship between Dr. Wyatt's map and the 
soil map. We now see that there were so manyfactors entering in, 
that it has been cleered up."

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The chairman at this point expressed his very sincere thanks 
eth to Dre Allan and Dr.« Wyott in taking time off to attend this 
conference and announced that they were at liberty to resume their 
dutics at the University or remain at the conference, and a brief 
recess was called at this point. 
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At the conclusion of the recess, the chairman announced that 
Dr. P. R. Talbot, Provincial Veterinarian was scheduled to speak 
first, but due to the Edmonton Foultry Show being in progress at 
whieh the Poultry Commissioner wes cxpected to be in attendance, 
Mr. Traves had requested that he be allowed to spcak first. 


Address of C. W. Traves, Poultry Commissioners 


"I must apologize for not being here with you before to-day 
and I know it would serve me right if the other speakers walked out 
on me, but es you know, the Provincial Poultry Show is on at the 
present time which you know entails a lot of extra work. 


"This poultry industry is a considerable one in Alberta, re- 
presenting approximately ten million dollars a year in revenue, but 
at one time ws worth a considerable amount more than that and we 
uope %h t with tha improvemént in m.rkct conditéons that we will be 
able to build this industry up a little. 
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“ "In the Federation catalogue which we have here, on page 29 we 
have tne poultry policy which was outlined by Mr. Mullen and myself 
on December 13th. The policy does not vary a great deal from the 
policy in the past except that we intend to carry on a very strict 
system in the field work. Under the policy you will notice particu- 
larly #1 which is flock improvement. The first part of that out- 
line is our own Provincial Poultry Plant at Oliver where we intend 

to build a flock of high producing poultry to be used as a source 

of foundation and stock improvement throughout the country. We 

can supply the poultry breeders who will carry on breeding work under 
the direct supervision of the Government with breeding stock of the 
highest quality. 


"As an instance of the work done along these lines in other 
parts; in Washington they have two poultry farms. One of these farms 
supplies the initial stock. They have over 4,200 breeding birds now, 
personally selected and supervised. They have trained men the same 
ag this Department, and carry on their own services entirely. They 
are very severe in their selections. If one of the pullets dies 
during the first year, that whole class is barred. This is a 
standard which is not set in RO«aP. work in Canada at the present 
time. 


"We intend to carry on a system of very intensive production. 
We are interested ihn selling a few quality chicks to each mans R.O.P., 
although it comes under the Federal Government's jurisdiction, is 
the only record work we have in Canada where we have an official 
reCord. The R.O.P. breeders will be the main source of stock for the 
regusar commercial breeders. 


"I am not interested in seven or eight hundred flocks of medio- 
cre quality, but in fewer flocks of higher quality. After we have 
thousands of dollars on testing flocks, in addition to lots of time, 
the resactors are left in the flock if they can get away with it. 

I am interested in building up a continuity of quality stock right 
from the government plant down to the eggs received from the hatchery 
so that the men who are buying chicks can buy with confidence, The 
buyers have been losing confidence in the quality of stock they have 
been buying from Alberta hatcherics; British Columbi.. sold more 
chicks in Alberta than ever before. It is just a question of quality 
stock. Most of the male birds used are R.O.P. male birds and most 

of the breeding stock are hens, not pullets. We should build the 
standard of Alberta chicks up to where they will compare favourably 
with outside sources. F 


"The market situation is well worth investigation. A lot of 
work was done last year and I hope the Government will find some 
solution to this marketing problem. I hope that the dealers in eggs 
and poultry, wholesale and retail, will form Provincial organizations 
and have representation on the poultry council along with the other 
associations. It is not a question of trying to put these fellows 
out, but a question of working with them, and anything we can do to 
encourage the legitimate dealer should react in the favour of the 
poultry industry. 


"The question of blood testing is quite a bone of contention 
with some of the agriculturists, but I do not think the District 
Agriculturists shoula be doing blood=-testing work. 1 believe you 
should build up the work for the men of the poultry division for 
when they come out to your district. They should be your advisors 
out in the field. Where you have a man who is a good all +.round 
farmer, the responsibility for you should not be to turn down his 
flock; leave that for the specialist from the Department to do. We 
want you to assist us with the follow-up work. 


"We have found in re-inspecting flocks that birds are there 
which are not supposed to be there. I have sent out formulae for 
breeding birds and I mentioned that they would be penalized for three 
years if they were found to have birds which were not supposed to be 
there. We are going to carry on as much re-inspection work as we Can. 
There is no use’ building up this stock and allowing the men to keep 
the rejactors. Il think you will agree with me that we have :7ot to 
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check it up or else let it go. You have got to eliminate the un- 
desirable points. 1am of the opinion that there is great need 

for a poultryMthologist due to the heavy losses in poultry through 
diseases and parasites. 


"I want the District Agriculturists to feel we will give every 
aegistance w can and to feel that we are here in your interests, I 
want the men of the Department to feel that we have the closest 
co-operation one with the others we want to feel that we can depend 
upon you to get information which we are unable to get and we want 
you to feel your letters will be given proper consideration,” 
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The chairman expressed his thanks to Mr. Traves and then 
Galleéd upon Dr. P. R. Talbot, Provincial Veterinarian. 


Address of Dr. P. R. lalbot, Provincial Veterinarian: 


"T hardly know or see how my branch comes into the work of the 
District Agriculturist, but there may be a few phases in connectian 
with my work which may work in with some of theirs. 


"How can a District Agriculturist improve the conditions in his 
district ? The question of buildings and housing of animals, in 
connection with a man who is starting up on a homeestead gives me 
the idea that possibly a District Agriculturist might be able to 
help this farmer in the way of locating his buildings, and if he 
happens to be a new homeesteader, he may be able to give him some 
informations 


"Several years ago we had a branch in the Government which was 
good enough to give us plans and specifications for such buildings, 
but the trouble was that these plans and specifications were so 
complicated that the farmer could not make head or tail of themes 
The work was wasted, Your District Agriculturists could help these 
farmers a great @al in the way of locating their buildings by making 
suggestions. Often the location of the building was not satisfactory 
and the drainage was poor, etc, There is one :class of live stock 
that I had in mind particularly which was drawn to my attention the 
past. summer when I was called upon to investigate diseases of swine. 
Some of the places we visited were simply terrible. It is interest- 
ing now to note that the closer we came to the places where the 
District Agriculturist was working, the more unsanitary were the 
conditions. 


"As I see it, our swine problems are caused by various reasons. 
First because the peculiar mode of life of the hog tends to make it 
Susceptible to disease. We have no other animal which develops as 
guickly as the hog and certain anatomical changes are bound to take 
place, which makes it susceptible to disease. The climatic conditions 
in this Province have a tendency to produce certain swine diseases, 
as gudden changes in temperature result in diseases of the respira= 
tory tract. The traffic in swine is different from any other live 
stock we have andfor that reason diseases are spread more rapidly. 
When a farmer thinks he is going to lose a pig and it is ready for 
the market, he brings it into the stock yards to get rid of it as 
soon as possible. 


“Are the majority of our hog houses suitable for raising swine? 
The more money these farmers spend on elaborate buildings, the more 
money they lose. Some effort should be madeto advise the farmers 
as to the proper buildings to house these swine. Ventilation and 
disinfection should be given attention, and believe me the time is 
coming very shortly when we will have to step into this problem and 
work out something as to the proper disinfection and sanitary con= 
ditions in connection with swine buildings. 


“Are we doing anything to sell sanitation to the farmers ? I 
see a lot of mem travelling around selling mineral mixtures and hog 
tonics. You should remember that these men are just as ingenious 

and just as good-looking, and speak just as convincingly as the 
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Maetrict Agriculturiata or the Provincial Veterinariany There is 
this difference, they have a t@ngihle remedy to offer the hog man. 
Tt is competition you are up against and it is a very difficult 
thing to handle because when you try t> tull thoac mien how to improve 
their swine you have to compete against the men who are handling 
mineral mixtures. I think something should be done in the way of 
Oitering suggestions to these farmers. I think one of our difficul- 
ties ig that of proper housing for swine. We shoula recommend clean 
PosGtures Tor swine on account of the difficulty in controlling para- 
sitic infestation which is getting worse all the time and I think 
we will have to @évote every effort to trying to control the para = 
Sites in hogs. We shoula fecommend wgeular disinfection and the 
Seperation of young pigs from older ones, other than their motherss 
Wo have found out that a great deal of our young pigs were becoming 
Mmpentod So 2 result of running with older pigss

The chairman thanked Dr. Talbot for his interesting address and 
then introduced the next speaker, Mr. 0. S. Longman, Field Crops 
Commissioner. 


Address of O. S&S. Longman, Field Crops Commissioner: 


"The activities of the Field Crops Branth consist of activities 
Relating to crop productions 


"The first policy which might be referred to is the Forage 
Crop Policy. Its purpose is to promote and encourage a wide dis= 
tribution and use of forage crops in the province for the purpose 
Of soil improvement, soil drifting control, weed control and the 
general diversification of crop practices where the game is advane- 
tageous. In the north-central part of the Province there appears 
fo he a Teture: for the production, of ;legume seeds .In recent years 
farmers have been receiving a very satisfactory return for small 
seed crops in addition to their regular crops. The present method 
of distribution is through Municipalities, whereby the Province 
contributes two-thirds of the cost and the Municipal District one- 
third the cost, and the farmer receives the seed for one-half the 
Original cost; but all mon®7*" paid or collected by a Municipality 
are retained by the Municipality as a purchasing fund for succeeding 
VYearse 


"In the section of the Province served by The Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Act grass seed will be available, and Municipalities 
within this area should, if possible, have their farmers make appli- 
cation to that source. 


SEED GRAIN POLICY. 


"The digtribution of registered and certified seed will re= 
ceive the mame assistance as last year: price lists and information 
will be going forward shortly. On seed shipped to points outside 
the relief area freight only will be paid; this also applies to any 
seed shipped within the relief area and purchased for cash. When 
registered seed i. purchaseu by Municipalities for relief purposed, 
the freight and the difference in cost of registered and commercial 
seed will be paid. The price of Alberta registered and certified 
seed is set by the Alberta Seed Growers*® Association, and not by the 
Seed Branch. Tis Elevator Companies are prepared to pay one-half 
the premium over Street to farmers selling commercial grain for the 
purchase of pure seed. In the distribution of registered and 
certified sced we would recommend that due recognition be given to 
the cereal zonation map. 


WEEDS. 


"The weed problem continues to grow. Cantrol measures are 
implemented within the scope of the financial resources of the 
Province and the Municipalities. During the past year attention has 
been directed toward the eradication of Hoary Cress, Russian Knnp- 
weed, Leafy Spurge, ctc. 
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The chairman announced that as the tiie was getting short and 
it was not quite fair to lir. Longman to be allowed such a very brief 
period to speak, that some time woula be given to Mr. Longman later 
on in the programme. 


The chairman then introduced Mr. F. J. Buck, Assistant Com- 
missioner, Bureau of Relief & Public Welfare, the next speaker, 
apologizing for Mr. Buck being placed ahead of the other Depart- 
mental heads but as the time was getting late Mr. Buck perhaps would 
not have time to address the meeting the next day.

Address of Mr. F. J. Buck, Assistant Commissioner: 


Mr, Baldwin asked me to speak to-day on the movement of settlers, 
I have askea for a good many reports on land to which I have had 
proposed movements. We found a good many difficulties in this 
movement of settlers. People appear to select land without seeing 
it or on the recommendation of friends, and in some cases without 
any recommendation: have gone to the land and found it of no producte- 
ive value at all. This is rather disastrous after an expensive 
movement to land where they cannot make a Living. 


"Last year we adopted a policy of endeavouring to get some 
guidance as to whether the land they were going to would be producté 
ive Or not. Perhaps 1 should give you a brief outline of the whole 
Bcchviuy. Ine activity i¢-mainty @ relief measure to, take people 
from an unproductive land; which we have on the map called the 
"“permancnt drought area", From expericnce some difficulty in re- 
ports and details as to where we are justified in moving people is 
encountcred,. 


"This area covers a lot of land that cannot in any way he 
classified as permanéatly unproductive land. I refer now to munic- 
tpal authorities where I find there is a tendency to have a man moved 
out Who is not wanted in the municipality; we had to refer to 
Government officials to get a report on arcas and a good many of you 
have been asked to get these wports in the area Which is at present 
covered by the Dominion=Provincial agreement. 


“We are not justificd in moving people who are able to move 
under their own resourecs and we .are not justified in moving pcople 
who reside on land which may be considered a temporary drought areas 
We have had requests to move people from areas such as Donalds, which 
is temporarily unproductive land. 


"The municipal authorities are not always giving us a correct 
picture. We have had to resort to your Department for reports to 
ascertain the justification or nesessity of moving these people. 
Then we get the other end of the journey; the place they get to. 


“ZT think your Department ran into the same problem some years 
&go in an endeavour to select areas which they could recommend as 
being suitable for settlers from the drought area. We have moved 
Bomc people into those areas, but in the majority of .cases the 
Beutler moving from the drought arca wishes to select the place he 
is going to himself, and some of them do not take any time to find 
out where they are going or what it is like, infact we have had 
reports where a farmer from the drought area has applied to be moved 
to a ccrtain location and the Report has come back that the land is 
absolutely valueless, and upon further investigation we have found 
thet the man has never even been there. 


"We are interested in so far as we have a very serious relicf 
problem, if we move the man at his request to land that is valucless 
we still have a relief problem. It is with that in mina that we 
have asked your Department to give us some guidance as to whether 
the bana of sufficient quality that undcr normal conditions a man 

can make a living. 
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"If you have any questions to ask Iwould be pleased if you 
would ask them now." 


J. M. Fontaine’ "In many instances where it is not possible to get 
this information from the office, in quite a few cases I have had 
to inspect land in improvement Districts and I was under the im- 
pression that this information could be taken right here in the 
oriice, * 


fe. J. Buck: "Before we ask for reports we endeavour to get reports 
from the municipalities. We have Sad some difficulty in the Peace 
River area south of High Prairie which is a long way from a rail- 
way and while we have moved people in there, in most cases the man 
had carefully inspected the land himself before he went there." . 


W. Baldwins "Mr. Buck, I was just wondering whether there was any 
possibility in the near future, that when you are sending memos to 
the Department for the District Agriculturists to make inspections, 
that is where we get memos asking for inspections at one place and 
then the next day andther memo to make inspections at another place; 
the District Agriculturist receives the first memo and goes out to 
make the inspection. He comes back and finds another memo asking 
him if he would wmirid going back a little further into the district 
he has already covered. I was just wondering if there was any way 
GO Sliminate the duplieation of these trips." 


Foods Buck: "I expected this question, hut unfortunately these 
people who wish to be moved, have in many instances had to be moved 
immediately sometimes for the reason that they have no feed. These 
applications do not come in very regularly and unfortunately we have 
no knowledge as to when they are going to move, only their applica = 
tion comes to our office. We have endeavoured to sever their con- 
nection with the drought area and have demanded that they release 
any rights they have in land in the drought area, for prior to doing 
this, there was & strong tendency for a man to move out and regret he 
Pee putvin 27. years of his life and rent it) to some ‘individual who 
thinks he can make a living, and there 'we have another relief case, 
We have had them relinquish any land in the drought area, thereby 
€liminating the possibility of any more relief cases. It is always 
a matter of immediate attention and not a matter we can leave stand, 
for these people have in many cases taken their belongings and are 
waiting at the station to be moved," 


W. Baldwins "This morning our Minister, Deputy and Secretary, gave 

us a lesson in economy, and to me of course economy means several 
things, which is, of course, the same to all of us. I was just 
wondering whether or not in view of our boys having to do a dupli- 
cation of work whether they could get any assistance from your branch, 
for instance in the case where there is a duplitation, charge it back 
sO. your branch," 


Fe. J. Buck: "ZI do not know. This movement of a family up to a new 
location is a very important thing. This main is moving with his 
family from 2 place where he has possibly spent the best years of 
his life. He is endeavouring to select a piece of land on which to 
make a living for his familys Some of them do not realize that the 
whole thing depends on the land they select. The majority of you 
men have a sufficiently wide knowledge of the territory they cover 
and in many cases an inspection is not necessary immediately the 
report comes because they know their land and can give a report with- 
out leaving their office, I refer particularly to where people are 
moving to the more settled areas, but where people are moving to the 
north into the Peace River country, there may be trips in this 
connection and if your Department thinks that the costs are excessive, 
and this I think should be discussed between the Departments, pro- 
vision could be made in the estimates to take care of this." 


F. He. Newcombe: "I would like Mr. Buck to be good enough to explain 
why following a report from the district men that land is unsuitable, 
that two weeks later the man arrives on the land." 
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F. J. Buck: "I know the case you refer to, but this was absolutely 
unavoidable. This party claimed he had seen the land and that it 
was suitable and we hada no alternative but to move him."

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The meeting commenced the following morning at 9:00 a.m with 
a G@ecussion of the Administration of District Agriculturist policy 
from the viewpoint of the District men. A report of this discussion 
Will be found appended. 
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The chairman then introduced the next speaker, Mr. J. ReSweeney, 
Dairy Commissioner. 


Address of lire. J. Re Sweeney, Dairy Commissioner: 


“eo. nos ahnink it. will he digvicult to conTine my remarke: 40 
Phe eablouwted Fifteen minutes. Time will not permit me to give,.a 
TUL OUGline.  L would like to express my appreciation of. the work 
done by the District Agriculturists along dairy lines. It depends 
a.iot.on their location whether or not dairying is considered im- 
Pogue oe Tes districts It 1s important.in northern and central 
Alberta, while in the Stettler district and drought areas it is not 
considered so important. We look upon it from the standpoint of the 
Province ag a whole, 


"I would ask you to keep in mind that Alberta is the third 
dairy Province in Canada, which in itself means that a large number 
have considered dairying sufficiently important to give us that 
standing. 


“We know that dairying is frequently regarded from the stand- 
point of the number of dairy cows, but we do not look upon it in 
thas Lights, it is looked upon from the standpoint of the number and 
total value of dairy products in the Province. The work of the 
Branch is concerned mainly with the manufacturing end of the business, 
i.e. licensing of plants, instruction of workers in the dairy plants, 
and in a small way, in the work of cow testing, which brings the 
only contact with producers and brings us to your field in a very 
small way. 


"You can help the Dairy Branch if you understand the two systems 
of cow testing work which are followed. The first one to encourage 
is the Dominion system known as Canadian Record of Performance. 

This service offered to the breeder of pure=bred cattle in the 
Province, but I am sorry to say that a very small number take ad- 
vantage. of it. In one breed in this Province, there are 117 
registe.ed pure bred breeders, and only 1l of the 117 are making use 
of the Sanadian Record of Performance, which means a large number 

of breeders are distributing dairy breeding stock without measure of 
their production. How can they appraise the value of dairy breeding 
stock unless they have the records of production ? I would urge you 
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men to give the pure-bred breeder of dairy cattle every encourage= 
ment to usc the Record of Performance services It is essential if 
you are going to improve the dairy cattlei 


"In connection with the testing of grade herds, in 1934 the 
Dominion Government gave up the herd testing work for grade dairy 
cattle in this Province, and since that time no attempt has been 
made to establish a cow testing service. We have carried on a 
modificd system which is not a compdete testing service but is an 
effort to hold what we have and to service all the farmers who were 
willing to weigh the milk, take samples and send them to the 
laboratory to be tested. Records are kept and at the end of the 
year, statements of production are issued. At present we have 
sixty-five herds under test in this modified cow testing service. 

I am free to say we have hopes of more support for an enlarged ser- 
vice for the owners of grade dairy cattle. 


"So far as the District Agriculturists are concerned, there 
are two fields of work that they might become interested in. One is 
dairy cattle field days, which have been attempted by the Dairy 
Gattle Breeders and the Dairy Men's Association. It is not criti- 
Gizing the policy of the Department with respect to dairy cattle, 
But the dairymen have frequently said that there should be some 
indication of an intcrest in dairy cattle by the Department and the 
Dairyments Association have taken the lead in the last few years in 
irying to have a few ficld days. They look to the Department to 
guide, direct and assist them in educational work. How far we can 
go with dairy field days depends on how they are handled ana the 
Department should assume the leadership in directing these field 
days in giving the dairy cattle breeders something in the way of a 
limited number of organized field days in certain areas where they 
would be justified. The Dairymen’s Association should not have to 
take the leads they feel that the Department should assume this 
responsibility. 


“Tae. year, ionhope, if any action. is taken to hold dairy fieta 
days, plans should be made early in conjunction with the District 
Agriculturists, the Dairymen’s Association and the Department. The 
same is true ith dairy calf clubs. There is a feeling among 
dairymen that the Department should show some support for a few 
daavy Calf olube. You all realize how difficult it is to handle 
g¢airy calf clubs and I am hoping that some plan may be worked out s0 
that a few can be organized this year. I am very anxious for support 
of the idea of the dairymen of having a few dairy field days and a 
few dairy calf clubs. 


"The Dairy Convention is to be held in February and these 
matters are going to be subjects for discussion on the programme. 
Mr. Elliott is going to speak and if, as a result of your committee 
meeting, he can bring some assurance of support to the Dairymen's 
Association, I am sure they will extend financial support in the 
way of prize money, etc. 


"Just awrd about the policy which we have for the improvement 
of cream on the farm. We are marketing about twenty-six million 
pounds of creamery butter, one half is sold in the Province and the 
rest shipped outside the Province. We are trying to make this 
butter of such high quality as to bring the highest possible price. 
We are obliged to grade cream for two reasons. First because com=- 
petitors are doing it, and secondly because wewant producers to get 
the best grade of cream possible. We are forced to rigidly grade 
cream at the creameries. This is not done, however, by Government 
officers, but by licensed employees of the creameries, who are 
supervised by eight inspectors employed by the Dairy Branch and 
who visit the creameries regularly. 


"If you visit a farm where a complaint is received that they 
are receiving No. 2 Grade, for the cream,try and find out why they 
are not shipping Special Grade cream. If it is due to the weed 
flavours, suggest that if the farmer could get his cattle off certain 
weeds during certain periods of the day, it would lessen this flavour. 
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Stinkweed causes great loss in certain areas and if the cattle are 
kept away say four or five hours before milking the undesirable 
flavour will be lessened. The same may be said in the case of other 
weeds and feeds. | 


"I would like to emphasize the use of cooling facilities on 
the farm, and would suggest that the farmers be encouraged in the 
use of ice as a cooling facility in order to keep the cream sweet. 
It is our object to have the farmer market sweet cream as he will 
then get the benefit of the premiums. Ninety=three score butter in 
rae grade butter means the same as Selects in bacon hogs; it means 
he Go py 


"There are areas in’the Province from which poor cream is being 
shipped and I would urge you men to become acquainted with the 
creamery operators and offer them your assistance. Be sure to con= 
tact the key man in the dairy business as he is the man who can 
give you an intimate knowledge of the dairy work that is being 
carried on. I cannot emphasize too much the need for the closest 
possible contact between the District Agriculturist and the man who 
is trying to make a living from milking cows in your respective 
districts. 


Mr. Craigs "I would like to support Mr. Sweeney in connection with 
Dairy Cattle Field Days. I have been out attending a few and have 
been greatly impressed with the value of holding these field days. 
If they are going to be successful, however, they will have to he 
carefully organized. I feel more and more we should get out in the 
outlying districts and contact the men who have had no opportunity 
in this respect in the past years. It is exceedingly important, 

af 1% Gan be arranged, to get the best material available. If poor 
material is brought in, it spoils the effect of vhe day and would be 
Detter to even truck in an animal to the proper -.place for the field 
Gay, 12 Che animal were of a high grade. 


PWitt Tegard to Dairy Calf Clubs,‘T would Like to see a Yew of 
these clubs organized, but I am not anxious to see the men loaded 
by same. I have just heard the Breederst Association did not spend 
nearly all the money they had on hand last year and there are con- 
siderable amounts of money still available. It may be possible to 
get the boys and girls sufficient renumeration in one way or another 
iovearty on these dairy calf clubs." 


Ue aa ee Cotte “Ll feel that iit Field Days: .coan be held on tne 
farm of some one farmer, rather than an exhibition ground, a more 
friendly atmosphere will be felt. In 1936 I attended a Field Day 
which was held in an exhibition ground and again in 1937, one which 
was held at a private farm and the difference in the atmosphere was 
very noticeable. There is no question but where there is the 
proper atmosphere there is all the difference in the world in the 
farmer's attitude. I believe that a Field Day held in this mammer 


could be carried on very successfully." 


Mr. F. H. Newcombe: "I agree that we should be interested in dairy 
club field days, but why should we be particularly interested in 
breed field days ? The Breeders’ Association Field Day is going to 
be limited to the patrons of that certain breed. What we are in- 
terested in, as we have been in poultry, is to a large extent the 
improvement of the masses, and as Mr. Craig stated, the fellow who 
has not had the opportunity to get this training and assistance. 


Mr. Craigs "I agree with Mr. Newcombe as regards the outlying 
districts."

The chairman then announced that no more time could be taken 
up in this discussion and then asked Mr. Jos. Ficht, Supervisor 
of Agricultural Relief to address the meeting on the subject of 
Agricultural Relief. 
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Address of Mrs Jos. Fichti 


"I want to reassure you gentlemen right at the start that there 
are godng to be so suggestions with regard to clubs and field days. 


"There are afew policies which we are administering at the 
present time, which are of interest to most of yous One policy 
which is getting to be an old timer with the Department and one 
which quite a few of you have helped, but which is beginning to 
qguieten down, is the Relief Settlement Plan. In a great many cases 
the attitude of the families have been changed in getting away from 
Town and Municipal relief and by being able to help themselves to 
some extent. This year we placed a few more families than last year, 
approximately fifty-four. One-half of these settlers come from 
Rural Municipalities, which is a point to take note of. Instead of 
losing interest in these settlers, the Rural Municipalities are — 
gaining interest, which is very satisfactory. If you receive any 
inquiries where suitable families are on Municipal Relief, you can 
tell them that the plan is working still and in operation. 


"Just to summarize things, up to date out of 706 families 
placed there were only 2783 abandonments. These are not all failures. 


.A quarter of these people have obtained other employment and quit 


Tit wiathe (Or that reason. 


"The Feed and Fodder policy which is in effect at the present 
time is one that should be mentioned. Some may be interested in 
the distribution in the south country, others interested in the 
fee wo aodner ty farmers in other districts, If you have any 
problems along this line, the Department will be pleased to discuss 
Enema. In Connection with the regulations of the policy this year, 
PuctGo Yes been guite a Little. discussion of the regulations, in, the 
Grought area. it is well to keep in mind the fact that the Dominion 
Government financed the Feed Policy last year and this year. Last 
year the Province was administering a policy of its own. This year, 
the Dominion Government made an agreement with the Provincial 
Government whereby the Provincial Government would administer the 
policy. 


"The Feed Relief Policy in effect at the present time, is 
financed by the Dominion Government and regulations have been set 
in order that the available surplus of feed should be sufficient 
to winter a emall outfit of farm livestock for all farmers in 
necessitous circumstances throughout the drought area. The number 
of cattle permitted under this policy has been limited from 2 to 4 
head of milk cows with one extra for beef. This phase of the 
policy is in keeping with the recommendations contained in the 
report of therehabilitetion of the dry areas of Alberta published 
by the Department in 1936. On Page 52 of this Report the following 
recommendation appearss 
Quote: "Stock of only the best quality should be kept, 

because of their greater efficiency in the 

use of feed. The numbers should be limited 
for each farmer, and should vary between 2 
and 4 head of breeding stock. The policy 
should be followed of not feeding young stock 
over the winter as in years when feed supplies 
are abundant." 


It would appear that a great dal of dissatisfaction might be avoided 
if farmers in the crought area could be pursuaded of the soundness 

of a policy and realize that the present regulations provide assist=- 
ance necessary for wintering farm livestock in accordance with 
these recommendations. 


"With regard to the Seed Policy, it is too uo.rly to make any 
announcement as yet as the question is still under consideration. 
It is quite likely it will be handled under “he Agricultural 
Relief Advances Act and that this Department will be taking care of 
the distribution and have representatives authorize the orders on 
the applications that the Municipalities have already accepted. 
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There is not much object in discussing this policy at the present 
Aart as we are not in a pdasition to tell you how it will be worked 
oute

Puctess Oo. Wire G. i. Spargo, Director of Fisheries: 


Pl en eorry 1 am "pDinch#hitting" for Ma. Wallace, but he is 
unable to be here due to the fact that he must prepare amendments 
to Ehe Game Act. 


Te sivery (difficult to give a resume »regarding fish and 
game because they are opposite to Agriculture. Recently we had 
the privilege of attending a conference in Calgary in connection 
with fish and game and at that conference I was entirely iat home 
because the conference had to do with game ana fish, but here Il 
find it difficult to speak to agriculturésts. 


“We happen to have the largest fish hatchery in the continent 
at Lesser Slave Lake where we have do with the hatching of eggs. 
I was very much interested in Mr. Travest talk where he mentioned 
co-operative associations, hatching eggs and other matters, and I 
likened the operation in the Fish Hatcheries to the hatching of 
poultry eggs. Lesser Slave Lake is a whitefish hatchery and most 
of the fry are distributed in that lake. We distribute additionally 
about 30,000,000 cyed eggs throughout the different lakes in 
Alberta such as Lake Newell. 


“Peddlers have created some difficulty inasmuch as they have 
distributed fish unfit for human consumption. However, this fish 
is very valuable to mink and fox farmers and over a million pounds 
of tullibee and coarse fish are disposed of in this way. We have 
the same difficulty with marketing as suggested by lir. Traves. 

The Government will have to, sooner or later, employ a marketing 
expert in New York or Chicago and will have to build co-operative 
units at particular lakes such as Lake Wabumum. I find each year 
that there is an increasing number of farmers going into the fish 
trade. It is increasingly difficult to make money out of :fishing 
in any particular lake because of the limitations we have meade on 
each lake, However, they do make a little money which may enable 
them to purchase their seed grain or something along that line. 
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Fist is an important part of the diet; too many farmers find they 
have nothing but meat to eat, to a large extent. 


"Speaking of fish, you naturally finu that a great many of the 
most important farming communities are+. ve found near an important 
lake. Apart from the individual view-point, the recreational value 
to a farmer of being able to hunt and fish is something that has 
not been considered hitherto and there is a decided increase in the 
number of farmers enjoying themselves in this way during vacations. 
It has been proven time and again that the question of scientific 
gcmne bird farming such as the raising of pheasants, adds consider- 
ably to the general benefit obtained by farmers and time will prove 
that game and fish are closely allied in the business of agriculture. 


"With reference to game, many farmers regara beavers as a 
nuisance, claiming that they dam up the streams and rreeks and they 
are unable to get water to their stock. This I believe is greatly 
exaggerated as we have investigated many such cases and have found 
that even if the beavers had not damed the streams, in most cases 
the water .would not have reached the stock. They do, however, en- 
danger some of the communities, but on the whole I believe they are 
of great benefit to the farmers, 


"The next question is that of grazing leases on forest reserves. 
For instance we have a resolution pertaining to the Clear Water 
Forest Reserve; we found the grazing of stock had seriously curtail- 
6d the benefits ccrived from his game. We also found that the 
question of poison weed was of great nuisance to farmers in that 
Porueeuler Caistrict. Hight per cent of the stock had died: from 
Wild Parsnip eating. It is a known fact among game hunters that 
big game will remove Wild Parsnip entirely without danger to the 
imntter. Can we afford to seriously curtail the grazing that goes 
on there with its benefits to the farmer, or shall we make these 
Téreest reserves entirely game regerves and keep the farmera out ? 
The guestion also arises as to whether the benefits from big game 
are not more than the benefits received from grazing leases paid 
by farmers. 


"The matter of reducing weeds within bird sanctuaries is 
another matter which will have to be given great consideration in 
the near future. The Department has received complaints that these 
bird sanctuaries are rapidly becoming nothing but weed sanctuaries, 


"Another point I would like to draw your attention to in the 
matter of forest conservation, is that by allowing a moderate 
number of grazing permits, fire hazgarus are reduced through grazing, 
hence keeping down too great a growth of hay which is highly in- 
flamabie during the late summer, 


"iiink ana fox farming are increasingly beneficial ana are be- 
coming more and more popular and assist the farmer in providing 
something that is helpful to him from an economic point of view. 
The Department have under construction, at the present time, a 
farm at Oliver from which a great deal of scientific information is 
expected. 


"You will find that many farmers will take over fishing during 
the time when they are unable to farm and probably a deal of hunt- 
ing, although I cannot sce that agriculture and big game go well 
together. Where agriculture comes in, big game recedes immediately, 
but I believe that with the additional fishing and aduitional 
provision for fur-farming, that you will arrive at a very happy 
situation in Alberta eventually. These will all go to-gether and 
make for an economical, profitable farming industry with better 
balance economically through this mode of assistance." 


B. J. Whitbreads "Is it possible for these fish to be bought by a 
mink farmer to good advantage ?"

“The chairman then thanked Mr. Spargo for the various works of 
that branch stating that it seemed that the Fisheries were very 
closely connected with the Game Branch. 


The chairman introduced lir. J. L. Haglesham, Supervisor of 
Agricultural Improvement Association for Southern Alberta, formerly 
of this Department. It was thought advisable to have Mr. Haglesham 
present as the objects of the Agricultural Improvement Associations 
are closely related to the work being done by the District Agri- 
culturists. However, it was not until after the programme had been 
made up that Mr. Haglesham was invited. 


Address of J. Le Haglesham: 


"I did not know I was going to be able to come here and I haa 
nothing prepared to discuss at this meeting, although I feel that 
the work I am engaged in is closely linked with yours. 


"The Prairie Farm Rehabilitiation Act is a Dominion Government 
policy which was put into operation in 1935. A large part of the 
south east part of Alberta and Saskatchewan has been hit very 
severely with drought for the last twenty years. After a survey on 
the possibility of settlement, a triangle was drawn up in which was 
felt that the land was not suitable for settlement. However, a 
lot of the area was heavily populated and the size of the farm unit 
averaged arouna 160 to 320 acres. 


"1910 saw the dry part of the area in Alberta .scttled and the 
Wane yeara,. g00G, raintall and. high prices that prevailed started the 
thing rolling ana has resulted in depletion of all the resources 
Teac Were.cnece there. Unaer this PsaP.«R. Act, the Dominion has 
teeen Over tie responsibility for the @rea,as far as the three 
western provinces are concerned, and is endeavouring to carry out 
Seooeeey Of Tehabilitetion. The rehabilitation of the people de= 
pends upon three policies: 


Len wy POLicy to. conserve the soll, resources. 
ee) JR pOLicy to..conserve the.water. resources, 
3. 4 policy to conserve the grass resources, 


"The continuation of low rainfall and over-gragzing has put that 
area in such a position that to-day it will support very little in 
the way of livestock. Last year saw the greatest development of 
the P.F.R A. and there were three complete surveys made in parts of 
that drought area. There was 2 soil survey made by the University 
of Alberta. A water resourccs survey was made with the object to 
study the drainage systems of that area and to plan a system where= 
by dams could be arranged. for stock watcring. They have put in a 
few larger dams in central places where the situation is especially 
edapted. A grass survey was made with the purpose of finding what 
type of grasses were growing there; what per centage cover they had 
on the soil and to learn as much as possible about reclaiming re- 
sources provided by this grass. This survey was conaucted as well 
ag an economic survey. 


"The object of the economic survey was to classify the land on 
the basis of productivity. The P.F.ReAw administration is very 
anxious to carry their policies of conservation and rehabilitation 
into that area as fast as possible and this can best be done through 
organizations of farmers, namely the Agrigultural Improvement 
Associations. 


"Te first agricultural improvement association was formed at 
Pincher Creek in 1936. Last year we had fifteen new organizations 
formed, bringing the total up to eighteen at present. We have a 
membership of about 2,100, one-half of whom are farmers who are 
vitally interested in sponsoring 2 progromme of rehabilitation as 
laid down by the P.F.RwA, It is my duty to supervise these organ- 
izations. 
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“ "One of the first activities of an association when we get it 
started, is the distribution of grass seed. By putting out ten 
pound lots of crested wheat grass seed to each farmer who applies 
for it to start a small grass plot on his farm with the object 
being to proauce enough seed for the remaining part of his farm 
Which is not suiteble for cultivation. To date we have put out 
approximately one thousand lots. We hope this will develop into 
something rather large and very helpful to the area. We may be 
able to spread ourselves a little further this fall because the 
Supplies of crested wheat grass seed are increasing and we may 
expand that policy considerablya 


"One of the greatest problems in the whole area is that of 
soil drifting. It is tremendous and if we are going to conserve 
that one very important resource, we will have to get busy at it, 
We have meetings with the Agricultural Improvement Associations at 
which we bring them the latest information we can get on fighting 
the soil drifting hazard. We have decided that there is no advantage 
in the brown soil area and most of our soil area is in the brown 
Boll belt. We are doing work to try to prevent the soil from 
drifting off a man's farm entirely. We put out about 80 lister 
shovels on cultivators in an effort to keep the land from blowing. 


"Mr. Longman has three men in the field and we will be working 
quite closely toegether on this problem. These associations are 
there to be used to the advantage of the area by any one who is 
there to sponsor rehabilitation work and these three men will be 
working with me and using these associations just as far as we can 
use them. 


"I believe from the interest taken by these associations, and 
fooweeere Cc. Of CliTerent districts for the fTormavion of these 
associations, I would not be surprised if we have at least thirty 
by the middle of August and probably ea membership of 4,000 men, and 
I believe the associations will prove to be one of the most valuable 
that we may have." 


Pe Us Votvurecd: "TIT am on the edge of, the PslsReA» area and have - 
Beasgociations in my area. Last year we were able t6 supply grass 
Been from our Provincial resources, Iam wondering if there will 
be this year anything forthcoming and if not I wondered if you 
would come into my territory outside of the special areas and give 
us gome time on these associations from in the P.F.R.A. areas" 


J. LL. Heglesham: “We are willing to give assistance to any point 
Sevrineo ay ine P,P. A. SO far all cur avricultural activities in 
these associations have been confined to rarmers. The associations 
in some places have asked me if they should and if the Dominion 
will give assistance to calf and swine clubs. I have pointed out 
our position to them in this way. We are not anxious to come into 
the Provincial field in the way of junior activities. We avoid 
that very definitely. We want to keep our work strictly to re- 
habilitation work.* 


B. J. Whitbreads "There will be 2 request for grass seed, and 

unless the Province can give this they will look to the Dominion

made available." 


H. We. Scott: *T am closely connected with the same perhaps as Mr. 
Whitbread will be, We have had very close cosoperation. We have 
four Agricultural Improvement Associations and two more in the 
process of orgenization. This grass seed is the bait. They just 
have not got the money and they want to get the grass. I belicve 
the Agricultural Improvement Associations are really worthwhile 

and that we can work with them, but there must be a close coopera 
tion between the Dominion and Provincial Government officials or 


there will be conflict." 
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; « The chairman then thanked Mr. Eaglesham for his message. As 
\ir, Haglesham's work was closely connected with that of Mr. Longman's 
work, the chairman called on Mr. Longman once more 


Address of 0. S. Longman, Field Crops Commissioner: 


"All District Agriculturists operating within the P.E.R.A. 
area shoula be interested in the operation of the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Act. Up to the present Alberta has not received as 
great assistance as has Saskatchewan, part of it possibly being 
due to the fact that District Agriculturists have not taken as 
keen an interest in this programme as would have been justified. 
The water development programme is one which should be of interest 
to every farmer, and it is suggested that the district men should 
consider P.F.ReA. services as a part of their programmes 


"The fact that it is found necessary to develop a rehabilitation 
programme on national proportions is an idication that a substantial 
rewaajustment is taking place in the agricultural industry of 
Western Canada. It behooves District Agriculturists to carefully 
study the fundamental problems involved in agriculture. It is just 
possible that many of the activities now receiving much of their 
attention are, in a measure, superficial. If we accept the premises 
ino eereGULGgure if 2 basic industry in this, Province, it is only 
logical to assume that the activities of the Department of Agri- 
culture should be basie to the welfare and permanent development 
Of the Province. I would therefore suggest that in future conferences 
more time be devoted to the study and consideration of some of the 
basic and fundamental factores affecting the agricultural welfare of 
the people of this Province," 


The chairman expressed his thanks to Mr.. Longman for the very 
inspiring address he had delivered and regretted very much that 
we could not have given Mr. Longman more time to elaborate on this 
interesting work.

The nest on the programme was a Discussion of District 
Agriculturist Work, the first being Mr. W. N. Pidruchney, District 
Agriculturist, Smoky Lake, whose subject was horses. 


Address of W. N. Pidruchney: 


"T think you will agree with me that the horse breeding or 
promotion work in the Province probably received the least attention 
in the past from the District Agriculturists' standpoint and probably 
even the whole Department. Yrobably there were conditions where 
such had to be the case for there may have been no necessity at the 
time in past years to devote very much time to the discussion and 
formulating of plans. 


"The situation his changed considerably during the last two or 
three years and we in certain areas of the Province are faced with 
promotion work in the horse industry more than in the past. In my 
Opinion there are probably two reasons for the increase in the 
interest of horses in the last two or three years? 


lL. It was considered a case of necessity, for the horse population 
had dwindled to @ number so small that the danger of scarcity of 
horses has been realized to a greater extent by the farmer than bce 
EOse » 

Ce I think you will agree with me that the second point was the 
greater demand for horses by the eastern buyers. This is a fact for 
in several districts these buyers had been buying up a lot of horses 
which should be left in the country. People areselling because they 
need the moncy and conditions being such as I have described, we in 
the field are @lled upon to spend a little of our time in some 
manner to help this situation. 


"With the revival of horse breeding in the last three or four 
years, the majority of the districts found themselves both out of 
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stallions and funds to provide themselves with good stallions and 
there wag the danger of using poorer horses of a lot of different 
breeds, which of course was not for the good of the district, and 
is one of the chief drawbacks to the promotion of good horses. By 
contacting the men who are using grade horses and by personal con- 
tacts, we are able to leave the thought of improvement by bringing 
in better stallions which is one of the most important phases of 
the horse industry. 


"The purchase policy with which you are all acquainted has been 
aeveloped, but that policy of course has its limitations, in this 
respect, that several years ago when economic conditions were worse 
than to-day the districts took up the policy more readily than to- 
day. I find that the average farmer who is interested in pure~bred 
stallions and has a good crop and some money to spare is not very 
fussy about grouping in with neighbours but it thinking of buying 
a horse for himself and that is what I am running into in some of 
the districts. Insuch a case there ia no choice but for us to 
follow up this man if he is prepared to get himself a good horse, 
because if we do not help him he will go out and pick up a "nag® of 
some sort himself. 


"Then we have other districts which are interested in #ederal 
policies and I think that if I placed before them the purchasing 
policy I think we should give them every assistance possible. I do 
want %® bring up another point about foal clubs, which by now may be 
Beculne on. 7your nerves,: but we can Limit’ our club activities to 
What e2@re considered the most suited to that period of the years If 
PO wuetvenes il consider that I showld probably stress the horse ine 
dustry a little more, the others I can slow down on and so on. 
These foal clubs are very educational. I thihk we as district men 
Should encourage the purchasing of stallions under the co-operative 
purchasing plan because after all when you can get fifteen or twenty 
PGa ls Unto ia cervain centre and: the people are pleased, there 1s a 
Gertcain amount of talk about good horses and it is up to us to 
keep this interest up."

The next on the programme was a discussion of cattle by Mr. 
G, 0. Asplund, District Agriculturist, Cardston. 


"I was extremely interested in lir. Longman's talk He went 
deeper under the surface than any of our discussions and painted 
me oroed picture of the future of this works 


"Tn the Province there is a wide range of conaitions so far as 
Cetnls vrodictioni is concerned. We. go from the foothills area, 
which produces perhaps the best range cattle in Canada, to the drier 
areas where the production of cattle is a very precarious occupation, 
and from here to the irrigutea sections where the feeding of beef 
cattle and lambs is a very important industry, and from districts 
where there are very fewddairy cattle, Under such existing con- 
ditions ZI think it) is very impracticable) to start sitting down to 
make a cattle policy for the Province as & whole as it is difficult 
to have one policy apply even in a single district where conditions 
are 60) Varléet. 


"Like Mr. Pidrucnuney, I think that success in the improvement 
of cattle or any othcr branch of agriculture, depends upon local 
conditions being taken into consideration and we have got to work 
with conditions and the material at hand very largely. 


"let me briefly outline the work I am trying to do in my own 
territory in the line of cattle improvement. There is not a great 
deal to be done from the standpoint of improvement with the range 
mon, although in some cases we can assist with advice regarding 
ranch management, the building of stock watering dams and irrigation 
projects which will assist them in obtaining a supply of winter feed, 
and in cases where a man is starting up in the beef cattle business 
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we“can assist him in procuring sifwr, which is about as far ag I 
feel we can go. I was glad to hear the minister state that sonte 
cattle sire policy would be announced for this spring, for in my 
estimation that is where the bulk of the work can be done. 


"I think the new cattle policy will have an effect on the 
development of better cattle in the future because a lot of very 
bad stock has been cleaned up during the last two or three years 
by the drought area canner cattle schemes, 


"I would like to tell you what I have been able to do in the 
last two or three years ih connection with pure bred-rams. Under 
the Federal Bonus Policy I have been able to place this fall, 
something like thirty to thirty-five rams in the district. I pur- 
chased these for the individuals and if something of that nature 
could be developed in the nature of bulls it would certainly be a 
wonderful thing. 


"In connection with feeding, this fall we succeeded in organ- 
izing an association and we are feeding in that territory surround- 
ing the two sugar factories, approximately 1,500 head of cattle 
and about 5,000 lambs. There cattle and lambs were financed 
through a loan made by the association similar to the Central 
Livestock Feeders' Association. Market conditions are not satis-= 
factory. There is this advantage as far as the sugar beet areas 
are concerned; we can feed from one-quarter to one-half the cost 
On areas where we have sugar factory by-products. 


"Conditions are so widely varied even in my own district that 
it is difficult for one to have opinions as to what should be the 
policy in his own district, let alone the policies of other 
pLgteriete. :

The chairman then called upon the next speaker, Mr. J. M 
Pomneme, District Agriculturist, St. Paul, to give a talk on, Sheep. 


Je. Mso Hontaine ’ 


"Due to the fact that this is the first time I have had the 
privilege of addressing this meeting, I wish to take this opportu- 
nity of expressing my satisfaction of being present here to-day. 
It gives us the opportunity of meeting the heads of the Department 
and some of the District Agriculturists. I feel we will always 
have co-operation from the other district men. 


"Most of the speakers have been stressing the improvement of 
their subjects. Ido not feel that I should do it myself as the 
sheep industry in Canada as a whole, since 1871 has stayed at a 
stand+-till It is true that Alberta is coming next to Ontario. 
This last year the Edmonton yards handled seventeen thousand head 
of sheep, from which only about fourteen hundred came from the 
Sts Paul district. 


“Consequently, due to. these facts ana also being acquainted 
with the local conditions of the St. Paul district, I would say 
there were not many sheep in my district. The sheep men are ree- 
acucing their flocks from year to year and some are going out of 
the business altogether. I am not altogether against sheep. I am 
a mixed farming man and that is the reason I believe sheep have 
room in my district. 


"Most of the farmers who are keeping sheep are doing so to 
supply the house with wool and meat and consequently my activities 
in improving the sheep industry in my district consist chiefly of 
trying to get the sheep men to have good breeding atock which is 
about as faras:' I can go in my area. There are quite a few 
sections of land which could be converted into sheep pasture with 
advantage, but I do not believe in trying to coax anyone into the 
business if they do not like it." | mat 
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The next speaker on the programme was Mr. P. Wyllie, District 
Agriculturist, Thorsby, whose subject was Swine. 


P. Je. Wyllie: "There is something that was mentioned yesterday 
that I want to refer back to, to the effect that some of the worst 
farms and buildings are to be found in fields where there are 
District Agriculturists. That may be so, but I think the barns 
were there before the District Agriculturists and there is nothing 
very much we can@ about it. I am running into a little problem 
where farmers are coming to me asking me concerning their buildings 
and so Torths 


"One farmer asked me to come out and see his chicken house. 
He told me that it was very damp. I looked at the house and said 
this is camp but you cannot expect anything else because your 
ventilators are too small. Since that point was brought up yester- 
day I was wondering if the Department coula give us information 
in connection with ventilation systems for horse, cattle and hog 
barns. I was also wondering if we could have one or two plans for 
a model horse and cattle barn. 


"With reference to hogs, there is a gradual improvement in 
tne quelity of hogs in this Provinces. . During, 1937 to the end of 
October, we hella, 24.6 per cent selects, which is an increase 
over 19363 33 per cent bacons, and 22 per cent butchers. Our 
volume of production for 1937 will be very close to that of 1936. 
See Oly one-fifth of the hogs are rail=graded at the present 

ime. 


"in my district there is a good deal of interest in connection 
with hogs ana we find hogs one of our best branches in making 
Cenvacy, Wiun the farmer. Fractically all of them keep a certain 
amount of hogs and are interested in them, We have one or two 
Drovkems in that connectioh.s . Improvement is being made, but we 
weowwevte 2 few districtsa..to olean up. 1b 46 rather difficult 1.06 
persuade some of the farmers to make the change to a little better 
type of hogs 


"In connection with feed, we have a problem because our 
farmers. are not feeding a sufficiently heavy feed. in their rations 
to develop hogs to market them early. We still have a few farmers 
who feel that any kind of grain, oats in particular, is good 
enough for hogs. 


"The question of hog improvement came up at one of our meet- 
ings and they seemed to take to the idea of the Dominion policy 
and we have put twenty pure-bred sires and one boar out without 
very much work on my parte I think our swine clubs can be of use 
in the distribution of good quality gilts. Last fall I advised a 
number of farmers to attend the Alberta Swine Club of Conjuring 
Creek, and eight of the gilts in that club were sold to farmers in 
that district.

The next speaker on the programme was lire. A. A. Campbell, 
District Agriculturist, Lethbridge, whose subject was Porage. 


A. A. Campbell: "T have varied conditions in my district and 
will just tell you what we are trying to do to provide feed for 
the livestock in our own territory. 


"This year the grain crop averaged two bushels to the acre so 
you can imagine how much feed was grown in that territory. How= 
ever, when these farmers do get a little rain they try to help 
themselves and are chiefly dependent upon fall rye. Fortwo years 
rye did not attain sufficient height to be cut for reed, but with 
a reasonable amount of moisture these farmers will have some feed. 


"There is much interest in planting oats. In 1935 Considerable 
success was met with owing to the late summer rains. In 1936 and 
1937 in some cases the crop never got through the ground. This 
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4 ; 
year there 18 an abundance of feea, which however, will go to 
waste as the farmers have aepleted their stock so much auring the 


last two years that there is only an average of seven ordght cattle 
or horses to a section. 


"A number of farmers have made a success of growing crested wheat 
grass, but this has not been used for hay to any great extent. 

We find alfalfa costs just as much to grow as grain feed. We do 
not like the brand of hay shipped from the northern part of the 
-rovince., Sweet Clover is getting quite a foothold and plays a 
very important part in the sugar beet industry rotation. 


"Lastly I would mention beet tops. On farms there is an 
abundance of feed to be had off these beet tops. It is very 
gratifying indeed to see the care with which the farmers try to 
harvest and cure their beet tops. <A year ago there were over 7,500 
head of cattle wintered here; beet tops being one of the chief 
attractions. I believe some system should be arranged wherevy the 
farmers would be uhle to secure livestock to eat this feed."

The next speaker on the programme was lire. G. S&S. Black, 
District Agriculturist, Grande Prairie, whose subject was Grain. 


Gs os lacks "Mr. Black brought up two points that were discussed 
Peers Oe .O. Longman. First he was of the firm opinion that in 
rehabilitation the cross-roads had been reached and it was necessary 
to eeap and, take stock. The other point, as stressed by Mr. Longman 
Was the necessity of sowing the soils with clean grass seed. 


He OTrought.to mind the various policies, inverrect, such aa 
crop competition, seed fairs, crop assistance by freight, assist- 
ance to the growers of wgistered and certifiecseed, but regrottedJ 
that in ggatcof these policies, there were still hundreds of men 
Who are careless of what they put into the seed driil. 


My. Black felt that if samples of good seed could be grown 
at the Experimental Station at Beaverlodge, many farmers could be 
persuaded to see this seed and in this way educate them in the 
proper growing of seed. He stated that more interest was being 
taken in the fifty bushel seed, and guite an increase in the number 
of owners of this class of seed. 


He spoke very briefly in connection with the problem of 
Garnet wheat and advised that he had received requests both personal 
and by letter, as to whatvwas to be grown in the place of Garnet, 
because the majority of wheat grown is sarnet and they feel that 
Garnet is fastly fading out of the wheav. picture. He expressed 
the hope thet the University plant breeders could give us a wheat, 
which will have about the same length of maturity as Garnet, but 
have none of the disadvantages. Iiir. Black seemed to feel that 
Thatcher wheat was the wheat to take the place of Garnet.

Mr. Magera did not enlarge greatly on the soil question, 


feeling perhaps that Dr. Allan and Dr. Wyatt had touched on the 
subject thoroughly. He felt that during the past few years that 
much more scientific work was being done ana a greater attempt to 
survey more accurately the soil details in Western Canada, In 
order to co,e with the problem of the different soils, much know-" 
ledge was required with respect to the mechanical and physical 
angles of the soil. To the man in the south the physical angle is 
of great importance, as it brings such problems as drifting and 
moisture conservation. As is well know, the most eminent factor in 
crop production is soil moisture and he feels that there ig too 
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limited a knowledge of these soil Conditions, for the man on the 
land to know how to cope with such conditions.

The next Speaker on the programme was Mr. M. L. Freng, 
District Agriculturist, Brooks, whose subject was Weeds. 


M. Le Freng: 


The weed problem, as Mr. Freng sees it, is a very serious 
one and the following of the very best cultural and summerfallow 
methods is the only way in which this menace can be stopped. In 
dry farm districts, timely methods of summerfallow can in most 
cases control these weeds. However, the matter of soil drifting 
has cropped up to be contended with in this respect thus there have 
to be different methoas of fighting these weeds in the different 
districts. There are certain districts, where the weeds cannot 
be reached by means of machinery. 


’ When fighting the Canadian Thistle, one of the most destruct- 
ive of weeds, it has been found that Alfalfa is the best means of 
controlling it. This Alfalfa must be carefully cultivated, how- 
Pver,in order to eradicate’ this Bhistié, and-if this is (done vou 
Will have a real productive piece of land when cultivated. Another 
means by which this weed can be eradicated is the Sweet Clover. 
Here again the question of proper cultivation enters into the 
subject as in the case of Alfalfa, but this clover will eventually 
smother out the thistle. 


There are many more types of noxious weeds too numerous to 
mention, one of the worst of which is the Russian Nap Weed which 
has been known to kill even Alfalfa. Sodium Chloride has been 
experimented with in this respect and in go far as a small area 
te concerned it is beneficial, but useless over a ‘large areas 1% 
has been found however, that in the case of most of these weeds, 
that very good results have been attained by the use of Sodium 
Chloride and if used at the rate of 1s pounds to two gallons of 
water spread over a few hundred feet, will kill most of these 
weedse

The next speaker on the programme wes Mr. HE. G. Wood, 
District Agriculturist, Westlock, whose subject was Poultry. 


Mr. Wood touched briefly on blood-testing of poultry and al= 
though it has many disadvantages as well as advantages, still it 
has brought the men in closer contact with many of the poultrymen 
in their respective districts. He felt, however, that this blood- 
testing coming in the fall of the year, as it generally does, 
made it practically impossible to make plans with regard to any 
of the other duties of the district men, as they were being 
called upon as a rule to rush their work in order to get it com- 


pleted. 


Not enough importance is attached to the raising of good 

flocks of poultry, as this work is carried on by the majority of 
farmers in &@ more or less haphazard way, being considered as a 
side line only. He found that in the most cases the poultry were 
kept in inferior buildings and conditions were extremely poor. 
As a generalmle, these farmers were only in the business to get 
the premiums from the sale of the eggs. There are a few farmers, 
however, who are endeavouring to build up their flocks and these 
are the men who should be encouraged in this work as there are go 
few men who are really cut out for poultrymen. 


There have never been any junior poultry clubs carried on, 
as poultry in itself does not lend readily to club work, There 
is only one phase of this work that might be developed by juniors 
and that is the finishing of dressed poultry for market. There 
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is only about five per cent of our poultry that would be rated as 
top grade, end only be encouraging the junior boys and girls in 
the se of finishing this poultry can the grade of our poultry be 
Y2.16560. 
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The chairman brought the various discussions to a close and 
asked the Deputy Minister, Mr. H. A. Craig, for a few words 
Summarizing the Conference, 


He A. Craigs 


"For the past two days I have been sitting pretty quict but 
I had purpose in doing so. I wanted, in the first place, to try 
to study the whole situation, and it has been possible for me to 
think some things through that I have not teen able to see through 
before. In addition, there have been some conferenceswhere I Felt, 
after they were through, that the men who were most concerned, did 
not have the opportunity of giving the most. I have not attended 
a conference before where there has been such free, open, frank 
and honest discussion as has been the case in this conference. 


"IT have certain re-actions from the conference, and the first 
is this. I have sounded a note of dissatisfaction of things as 
they are which to me is the most healthy sign there can be. You 
arc anxious for improvement and advancement and as I Listened to 
the various men cxpress themselves, each man has impressed me with 
that feeling. No man could sit as I have and listen to you men 
express yourselves Without feeling that first we have a practical 
set of men in the field and I am proud of them; a set of men who 
are able to deal with practical problems, in other words, a set of 
men who have some vision for the futures 


"J am greatly pleased that Mr. Longman took the view that he 
did. Others of the Branches s6ét forth their ideas and they were 
Siro tdairiy broad bagiss, fl am glad to eit here and find that we 
eve not only « vision for the future, but also an idea of how 
to deal with these practical questions, 


"I said a minute ago that I realized a note of dissatisfaction. 
Let us not forget, gentlemen, that we have made some progress in 
this Provinee. I try to picture what it. would mean to. leave the 
District Agriculturists in this Province out. What would be the 
results toeday ? Taking the Department of Agriculture out of the 
Province, what would be the picture ? We cannot afford to rest on 
our oars, and just let me say, we are looking to your men for 
advice as to the future. What are the policies and plans of the 
Department of Agriculture of this Province, and I am speaking for 
the Minister when I say that, going to be ? You are in the best 
position to say. What advice are you going to bring to the Minister 
of Agriculture as a result of your long experience ? There is no 
one better atle to pronounce. Do not look to the Department to 


pronounce, it is up to youe 


"TJ have this reeaction, that a good many feel that we should 
each into new fields, so do Ie Iwould not discount the club 

work, it has given some of you a wonderful contact with your con- 
stituents. Let us work out some plan whereby the junior club can 
be carried out. Perhaps we arc wrong in our organization. ? What- 
ever it is we must find a solution. We have reached a time when 
some clear advance should be made. There are a few things which 
can be done away with. You men should be released of land in- 
spection re-settlement, of bloodtcsting, relicved in connection 


with the matter of relicf. 


"TI would ask you to seriously consider the future of the 
various policies of the Department. To some considerable extent 
you have it in your own handse The Minister is enthusiastically 
behind yous This conference has helped him to get acquainted with 
you and your work. It has meant a great deal to him, the fact of 
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which he has mentioned to me on several occasionssa 


"Waatever your vision may be, or your practical ideas, with 
respect to your various problems, if you have not the right atti- 
tude toward the Department and your work, you cannot function 
properlye I will give you all the support I can and in that I 


have the full support of the Minister of Aericulture, Hons De By 
Mullen. 


"I am pleased that the Conference has been successful and 
hope you are going to finish it well. The old routine is not 
good enough, and it is not what you are going to do, if I know 
you, I am sure you are capable of a much more extensive work. 


"This is all I have to say at the present, I shall have a 
few more words for you at the close of the programme."

The chairman then called upon Mr. H.W. Scott, District 
Agriculturist, Camrose, to speak on the Agricultural Outlook 


for 1938. 
Address of Mr. H. W. Scott, District Agriculturist, Camrose; 


"Mr. Longman brought out the idea that the country had 
Changed, but are we keeping up with the change ? Where are we 
to find this reliable information ? A few years ago, someone in 
the Department of Agriculture was at a meeting I attended, and 
in his address he stated that the law of supply and demand must 
be workable . I have heard this statement made at various times 
by Members of the Provincial and Dominion Houses. I have been 
trying to get clear in my own mind how much truth there is in the 
statement. If you are going to have an increase in demand for 
meats, you must have either more of the supply at the same price, 
Or tess of the supply at a higher prices Anything that is. going 
to add more purchasing power, will naturally raise your price, 
or increase your quantity. 


"Anything that enters into the trade of any particular 
commodity, your price will be lower if anything happens.« After 
all, what difference does it make whether there is a strike in 
England, or somewhere in the world. It may show in the rate of 
exchange, in the relative price in the exchange, etc., but we 
have to know these things if we wish to make any experienceg. 


tIn November, 1933, just after the Royal Toronto Show, there 
was a conference of Agriculturists, at whith a committee was 
named to see what could be done in connection with getting out 
certain reliable statistics that would be available to everyone. 
In 1934 representatives of four Departments of Agriculture from 
four Provinces of the Dominion met and prepared a summary of all 
the different conditions existent throughout the Dominion and 
published it. They have prepared one every year sincces 


"There are two publications which I would recommend, if you 
do not already receive them. One is the Agricultural Situation 
and Outlook and the other the Economic Analyst and both can be 
obtained from the Department of Agriculture, or the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Dominion Government, Ottawa. In the first 
named ag attempt is made as a season comes to the close, to 
appreise the agricultural situation, ana within limitations, to 
suggest what lies ahead."

The chairman then called upon Mr. Craig for additional re- 
marks with respect to the outlook for 1938. 


Mr. Craig? "I have been fortunate to Mave been able to attend 
the Economic Conference which was held in Ottawa in December, 
which was attended by some 50 or 60 men from the Dominion 
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Department of Agriculture, Economic Branch, Bureau of Statistics, 
Department of Trade and Commerce, as well as from the various 
Provinces of the Dominion. Hach Province was represented by one man. 
There were also two officials from the United States who attended 
and remained throughout the Conference. 


"I found when I got there, that a number of men were engaged 
in collecting immense amounts of material. I found that in the 
United States they have an army of men engaged in the same work and 
who have been at it for fifteen years In one or two of the most 
Up-to-date Gtates, they gather their fieldmen to gether and spend a 
weck or more discussing this material. These men gather to gether 
information respecting the productions in each Province in Canada 
and then Canada as a whole. They also gather statistics from the 
various contrics that are competing in these same products and these 
Mavovg trend: in production. 


"I feel there is a timc coming when we in this Province will 
have to follow along the same lines, that of making a Conference of 
this kind last a week rather than two days, in order to give the 
ad handled by our Department of Agriculture full and complete 
study. 


"While attending this Conference, 1 was informed thet copies 
of the results would wbe publishea just as soon as possible. To 
this Ll replied that I would like to have some of these sopies mailed 
to the Department of Agriculture, Edmonton. Again in December I 
wrote them advising that we were holding a Conference and that I 
Would, be pleased if they would mail mé sufficient copies’ so that I 
Hants be able to place them before you all at this Conference. 
Moeday i recvuived a letter advising me that they would be mailed 
emortiy and I will sec that Mr. Baldwin scnds them out.to you just 
as 800n as possible." 


The chairman announced that he had also written to Ottawa 
some time during the middle of December, requesting that copies be 
Perweardcda in time for this Conferences; and that so far he had ree 
Gbeived no reply. 


(The Agricultural Outlook has since come to hand and is 
appended to this report.)

Ur. by Ja Whitbread: "T startcd out north of Gadsby and they are 
willing to sponsor it. I have made inquiries as to price which now 
runs about $1.25 per pound, but I have correspondence in the mail 
regaraing a reduction anda we may be able to sccure it for about 
fifty-five cents per pound. The people in this district are will- 
ing to try it out and I propose to hold meetings and put this Warble 
Fly proposition up to them. I am glad to learn that the Government 
is doing something about it in the way of getting 2 price as low as 
possible, as this is esscntial." 
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F.otH. Newcombe: "T atarted out with the idea of getting a limited 
quantity of this powder and putting it out to a few of the cattle 
men but I have not been very successful. I am satisfied that they 
want it but a more intensive campaign will have to be carried out. 
Organized boaies will have to be formed to give the people the idea. 
Fifty-five cents per pound was the price I was given and Iwould do 
it at sixty cents, just wnough to cover the cost of handling." 


Mr. C. 0. Asplunas "T have attempted to work along that line. It 
happens that we have a municipality that would be well situat d for 
that sort of organization. Some ground work has been done ani I 
believe that perhaps this spring we might be able to get the whole 
to coOsoperate. The difficulty will be to find municipalities or 
other sections suited to that sort of thing. One thing holding this 
up in my district is the fact that the large ranchers have no confi- 
aqencé in the treatment. The treatment of large numbers of wild cattle 
would be almost impossible and would be a source of infection for the 
rest of the municipality. The ranchers are simply not interested in 
this as they do not believe this possible so far as large numbers 

are concerned." 


fA. A. Campbell: "In checking up the Locations in my territory it 
seems to me I can only get the co-operation of a group of dairy-men 
who supply milk to the town residents. These, in my mind, are the 
only ones who would give it a fair trial." 


He. W. Scott: "A year ago last winter I put out lots to perhaps (50) 
farmers, those who took it the first year and didn't take it the

H, A. Craig: "T just wantéd the re-action of these men and it seems 
to me it is worth some consideration on your part in as much as there 
is quite a loss and I think it would be well to get some information 
respecting losses. In view of the amount of work you have I cannot 
see as you could go into this matter very thoroughly, but I do think 
in a number of districts it might be possible to follow Mr. Newcombe'*s 
and Mr. Scott's plan and you can advance the idea to some extent 
during the year and we may some time get to the point where we can 
clean up a district. I do not know whether the Yepartment should 
give assistance or not, but perhaps we had better let it ride for the 
present, iI take it that is your re=action."

indicate a preference of one method as compared with another, and 
as some of these methods are only in their secona year, we, your 
committee, believe that it would be well to watch the handling of 
Beef Clubs for at least another year before drawing conclusions 
that woulda be reliable. In other words, they think it best to await 
a clearer indication from Clubs themselves as to which methoa would 
epeem to be preferable. They, however, are agreed that in asmuch as 
ioe boy is: the main factor in Club activitics, the question of the 
sale of one or two animals at high prices, where the proceeds go to 
the boys concerned, is a polciy that is worth serious consideration 
by all concerned in Beef Club activities. 


"In the matter of Dairy Calf Clubs, your committee wish to 
emphasize the fact that out of some fifty livestock clubs there are 
only two Dairy Calf Clubs in the Province, and while realizing the 
difficulty of conducting a Dairy Calf ‘Club as compared with a Beef 
or Swine Club, are, nevertheless, prepared to recommend that, where 
feasible, more attention be given to this very important phase of 
our Junior Live stock programme. 


"Your committee would suggest that the ordinary type of Club be 
organized, where feasible, for this year, and further, that a special 
committee of two be appointed to explore the field to see if something 
more comparable to the Beef and Swine Clubs might be started during 
| the present summer."

What is the most important thing to do in your particular 
constituency ? I am going to ask for your full support and advice
